THE SECRET OUT. 

With Togo's victory accomplished, the government is now 
willing to let it be known why the Viadivostok fleet was permitted 
to ravage the east coast of Japan. The Admiralty knew that the 
Russian warships would attempt to escape from Port Arthur and 
join the three giant cruisers at Vladivostok. The raid of the 
Viadivostok fleet was intended to draw Japanese warships to the 
east coast of Japan and weaken the strength of the vessels guard- 
ing Port Arthur. 

This plan was easily seen through by the Admiralty, and Kami- 
mura’s division, instead of hunting the raiding Russian ships, was 
actually moved down the Yellow Sea so as to intercept and fight 
any ships that should escape Togo’s cordon in the Bay of Korea. 

The vital question all along was taking care of Russia's bat 
tleships, and the problem never was lost sight of. It is now 
deemed certain that the Baltic fleet will remain at home. 

The next step will be to invest Vladivostok.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 13.—- [By

in a dispatch to the Emperor, gives 
the following report from Capt. Matou- 
sevitch, the late Rear-Admiral Wit- 
hoeft’s chief of staff, under date of 
August 12: 

“At dawn of August 10 our Port 
Arthur squadron began to make for 
the open sea, and emerged from the 
port at 9 o’clock. The squadron con- 
sisted of six battleships, the cruisers 
Askold, Diana, Pallada and Novik and 
eight torpedo boats. The Japanese op- 
posed us with the following force: 

“A first detachment consisting of the 
battleships Asahi, Mikasa, Fuji, Ta- 
shimi and Shikishima, and the cruisers 
Nisshin and Kasuga; a second detach- 
ment consisting of the cruisers Ya- 
kumo, Kasagi, Chitose and Takasago, 
and a third detachment consisting of 
the cruisers Akitsushima, Idsumo, 
Matsushim, Itsukushima and Hashi- 
date and the battleship Chin Yen, with 
about three hundred torpedo boats. 

“Our squadron maneuvered to gain a 
passage through the line of the enemy's 
ships. Meantime, the Japanese torpedo 
boats were laying floating mines in 
the way of our squadron, thus render- 
ing evolutions very difficult. 

MADE FOR SHANTUNG. .- 

“At 1 p.m. our squadron, after forty 
minutes’ fighting, succeeded in effect- 
ing a passage and shaped its course 
toward Shantung. The enemy, follow- 
ing at full speed, caught up with us 
slowly, and at 5 o’clock fighting again 


without either side obtaining any ad- 
vantage. 

In the battle the commander ot our 
squadron was killed and the ain 
of the battleship Czarevitch ~ was 
wounded and lost consciousness. Al- 
most at the same time the engines and 
steering gear of the Czarevitch were 
damaged and she was obliged to stop 
forty minutes. This forced the other 
ships to maneuver around her. The 
command of the squadron devolved 
upon Rear-Admiral Prince Ouktomsky 
and the command of the Czarevitch 
on the second in command. 

THE CZAREVITCH HELPLESS. 

“After nightfall the Czarevitch, be- 
ing unable to follow the squadron and 
losing sight of it, took a southerly 
direction in order to attempt to reach 
Viadivostok under her own steam. She 
was attacked by torpedo boats during 
the night, and at dawn was in the vi- 
cinity of Shantung. The officer com- 
manding the squadron, having ex- 
amined and determined the extent of 
the damage to the ship, concluded that 
she could not make Vladivostok and 
allowed her captain to proceed to Kiao- 
chou for repairs. 

“Those killed included Rear-Admira} 
Withoeft, Navigating Nag Lieutenant 
Azarieff, Navigating Lieutenant Drag- 
uishevitch. The slightly wounded in- 
cluded myself and eight others. 4 
number of sailors were killed or 
wounded, but just how many has not 
yet been ascertained.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 13.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The issue between 
Turkey and the United States was ar- 
ranged today to the satisfaction of 
both governments. 

Minister Leishman yesterday sav 
Tewfik Pasha, Turkish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and renewed the ur- 
gent representations of the American 
government for an immediate setiie- 
ment of the demands regarding the 
rights of American citizens in Turkey. 
After the interview with the Minister, 
Tewfik Pasha proceeded immediately to 
the palace. 

Yesterday’s conference between Mr. 
Leishman and Isset Pasha, Secretary 
of the Palace; and Nedjib Malhame oc- 
curred at Mr. Leishman's summer resi- 
dence and lasted eight hours, during 
which Isset Pasha exchanged commu- 
nications with the Palace. 

The fact of sending a Palace func- 
tionary unacquainted with the question 
to discuss the matter with Mr. Leish- 
man is typical of Turkish methods. The 
Sultan's ignoring of the proper chan- 
nel, namely, the Porte, is much com- 
mented upon as evidently being an at- 
tempt to delay a settlement. 

In the course of the discussion the 
Turkish delegates attempted to impugn 
the character of some of the schools und 
contested the American claim to be 
granted certain privileges given to cim- 
Har French institutions. Mr. Leishman, 
however, firmly refused to consider for 
a moment any suggestion of discrimi- 
nation. and insisted on a full accept- 
‘ance of the American list of about three 
hundred schools, hospitals and mis- 
sionary dwellings, filed with the Porte 
eight months ago.

Not only that, but the court vor- 
ously points out that “especially was 
it the purpose to compel the complain- 
ant to execute an agreement for an un- 
lawful purpose. Article One of the 


| agreement strikes at the right of con- 


tract and provides that the complain- 
ant shall employ none but persons of 
several unions, thus discriminating in 
favor of one class of men and exclud- 
ing all others.” 

RIGHTS OF EMPLOYER. 

The court holds that an employer 
whose workmen have left him and gone 
on strike, particularly when they have 
done so without any justifiable cause, is 
“entittled to contract with other labor 


ers or workmen to fill the places of 


those who have left him. Any work- 
men seeking work have a right to make 
u contract with such employer to work 
for him in places of any one of the 
men who have left him to go out on 


st 

opinion holds: It has been 
well said that the privilege of con- 
tracting is both a liberty and a prop- 
erty right, including the right to make 
and enforce contracts, because this 
right is included in the right to acquire 
property. Liberty is property and to 
Geprive the laborer and employer of 
this right to contract is a violation of 
the Constitution of the State of Illi- 
neis.” it is further held that it is 
equally a violation of the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

“The agreement in question would, if 
executed, tend to create a monopoly in 
favor of members of different unions 
and is in this respect Unlawful. Con- 
— tending to create a monopoly are 
void.” 

The significance of this decision, 
should it be. upheld by the higher court, 
is one which appeals to every employer 
and every workman in the nited 
States,“ union or non-union. It is, in ef- 
fect, that where agreements are entered 
into by employers anl labor unions to 
the effect that none but union work- 
men shall be employed, a monopoly of 
labor in that particular instance is thus 
created which ds unlawfui, and con- 
tracts tending to this end are void. 
Thousands of businesses are now con- 
ducted on this plan. 2

How Grant's favorite driving horse 
came to be named Butcher Boy is a 
capital illustration of the great soldier's 
simplicity. When he rode he generally 
sat astride his famous Cincinnatus. But 
having been so much in the saddle 
during his campaigns, his fondness for 
horsefiesh took rather a turn toward 
driving and he often could be seen with 
a fast horse, but a most unpretentious 
rig. 

One day he saw slightly ahead 
him a butcher boy driving a fine-look- 
ing horse to a butcher's cart.

Negotiations have been entered into

ley. 

Several other locations in Southern 
California have been offered to the 
Battle Creek representative, Rev. J. H. 
Simpson, with special inducements, but 
Mr. Simpson is strongly inclined toward 
Glendale, for the reason that the well- 
built hotel is adapted to the purpose 
which he represents, and on account of 
ite peculiarly beautiful and healthful 
location, in proximity to the mountains, 
with a wide sweep of foliaged valley, 
within easy access to Los Angeles by a 
superior electric railway service. 

it is understood that the owners of 
the hotel are favorably disposed toward 
the project. While some opposition to 
the establishment of a branch of the 
Battle Creek sanitarium in that vicinity 
has cropped up in the community, it is 
inspired by ignorance of the character 
of the original institution.

sufficient to show that there is nothing 
in the nature of a “quackery,” or 4 
pesthouse about such a sanitari 
that could give any reasonable grounds 
for objection to its establishment in a 
community. 

Dietary and dress reform and scien- 
tific physical culture are features of 
these sanitariums conducted after the 
Battle Creek idea. One of these, at St. 
Helena, in the northern part of this 
State, is well known the length of the 
Coast. 

The people of Glendale and vicinity 
who have begun to understand the fa- 
vorable nature of the contemplated es- 
tablishment are becoming more im- 
pressed with the advisability of secur- 
ing it for their section, and the writer 
is confident that after due investiga- 
tion of the principles of the Battle 
Creek institution, opposition will cease 
even among the most skeptical.

The House of Romanoff, of which 
this new-born baby is the heir, is the 


Romanoff, 
who lived in the fourteenth century. It 
was not until the year 1613, however, 
that the family came to the throne in 
the person of one Mikhail, or Michael. 
The Romanoffs came into power at an 
auspiciows time, succeeding to the’ 
beneficences of Ivan III. one of Rus- 
sia’s greatest rulers, who founded the 
autocracy, issued the great Book of 
Laws, and lifted the empire from the 
degradation into which the Mongol su- 
premacy had plunged it, and back to 
which the subsequent bloody reign of 
Ivan the Terrible did not succeed in 
relegating it.

It is now stated with considerable 
color of truth that Nicholas II will 
celebrate the birth of his son by giv- 
ing Russia a constitution. If this 
should prove true, it will mark the sec- 
ond great epoch in the trend of Russia 
toward human liberty and enlighten- 
ment, the first being the elimination of 
serfdom as efore mentioned. If it 
should prove to be true that this baby 
boy shall by and by ascend the throne 
of his fathers, and shall be able to look 
down upon his country only as a con- 
stitutional monarch, it will be ail the 
happier for him, for Russia and for the 
world. If there Se anything in the 
claims of heredity—that a child inherits 
the nature of either or both of its par- 
ents—then this child should grow up to 
be a blessing to mankind. The Czar 
is a man of gentile instincts, and, not- 
withstanding the present deplorable 
war into which the nation is plunged, 
it is well known that he is a true lover 
of peace and desirous that wars should 
became things of the past. The Czarina 
is a woman of most lovable character, 
and no mother in all the world is more 
worthy than she to bear the responsi- 
bilities that God puts upon every 
mother, whether she be Queen or peas- 
ant.

USTRALIA ALARMED. 


Obviously Australia has acquired 
time-honored Democratic “view 
with alarm habit. Foreign manufac- 
turers have been what Australia evi- 
dentiv regards perniciously active in 
introducing their wares into the coun- 
try. Its import figures tell a story of 
energetic invasion of the Australian 
market by foreign manufacturers, and 
America enjoys a large share of this 
business. 

The Australian government has just 
taken measures which it hopes will 
check the growing usurpation of 
ite market by foreigners. For 
many years their salesmen have 
successfully invaded Australia, and 
a very large proportion of the 
total export trade to that country 
has been secured through elaborate and 
comprehensive catalogues. The Amer- 
ican catalogues have been particularly 
effective, as they were expertly pre- 
pared with great attention to details 
and to the excellence and vividness of 
their illustrations; and they have been 
marvelous trade-winners. 
The first step in the movement to di- 
minish the catalogue trade has been 
taken by the Australian government, 
which has withdrawn the privilege of 
free entry for single copies of cata- 
logues addressed to individual mercan- 
tile firms. On and after September 1 
all price-lists and catalogues win be 
dutiable, irrespective of the purpose 
for which they are imported, or to. 
whom they are addressed. 

But it is safe to say that the only 
effect of this action will be to increase 
the government revenues. The duty 
will not appreciably diminish the influx 
of catalogues or the growth of the Aus- 
tralian trade of foreign manufacturers. 
It is already too well established. The 
government's action is interesting, 
however, and significant as showing 
Australia’s alarm at the encroachment 
of foreigners upon the field which her 
Own manufacturers ought to, but ap- 
parently cannot, successfully fill. They 
cannot compete with American manu- 
facturers, either in quality of gools or 
prices; and those who have studied in- 
dustrial conditions in that country at- 
tribute the fact in large measure to 
unionism’s control of Australia and the 
attendant handicap to her manufac- 
turers. It is notorious that unionism 
has signally failed to make good its 
promises to promote the country’s pros- 
perity, and, on the contrary, is rapidly 
ruining Australia commercially.

of .02 of an inch. In each of these 
years recorded above the mere nom- 
mal August precipitation, a winter of 
good, and sometimes copious, rainfall 
has followed. Following an unusual 
precipitation in August, 1884, the win- 
ter brought forty inches of rain. In 
August, 1886. there was a precipitation 
of 21 of an inch, and the following 
winter was a wet one. In August, 
1889. there was the record precipitation 
of 61 of an inch, and the winter yield- 
ed almost two feet of rain.

SWOLLEN STREAMS 
IN MOUNTAINS. 

AZUSA, Aug. 13.—Azusa was visited 
today noon with a wind and _ rain- 
storm unprecedented for the month of 
August. The morning was hot and 
sultry, thermometers registering from 
102 to 109 deg. It began to rain in the 
mountains some time before the first 
drops fell in the valley, and continued 
for at least an hour after. The storm 
tere was of about an hour's duration, 
and a trifle over an inch of water fell. 
One house occupied by a Mexican fam- 
ily, several barns, outhouses, trees and 
fences were blown down. The rain 
was accompanied by the most severe 
thunder and lightning the valley has 
experienced for years. Reports from 
the San Gabriel Power Company's in- 
take, nine miles up the San Gabriel 
Canon, are to the effect that the 
stream is rising rapidly and that it 
will probably continue to do so for 
some time. The rain was of inestima- 
ble value to the Azusa Valley, not only 
on account of the rain here, but aiso 
for the water that fell on the San Ga- 
briel watershed. 


NEARLY THREE INCHES. 

AT SAN GABRIEL CANYON. 
MONROVIA, Aug. 13.—The_ rain- 
storm which swept down from the 
mountains this afternoon lasted about 
an hour, and was of great benefit.

Before they reached him 
the boy let go his hold on the frame 
and was blown and rolled considerable 
distance. Mr. Cann’s tent-house, a 
strong one for such material, was de- 
molished, and the 2x4 inch frame was 
smashed into toothpicks.

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—[Execlusive Dis- 
patch.}] Building continued active-dur- 
ing July throughout the entire country. 
The totals for the month make an ex- 
ceedingly good shc wing comparcd with 
those for the same period a y: r aro. 
During Jily permits were taken out in 
twenty-six of the principal cities of the 
country, according to official reports to 
the Construction News for construction 
of 8381 buildings at a total cost of $35,- 
069,251, against 7082 buildings aggregat- 
ing $29,825,226 in cot as compared with 
the same month a year ago, an increase 
of 1236 buildings and $5,244,025 in cost, 
or 18 per cent. To get a correct view 
of the si-uation it is worth while to re- 
member that the totals for twenty- 
three of the principal cities for tne 
month of June showed an increase of 
almost $12,000,000, or 42 per cent, as 
compared with the corresponding 
month a year ago, The following table

The cele- 
brations in honor of King Corn which 


are becoming copimon are somewhat 
like the Old World festivities in honor 
of the jocund a new sort of 


bacchanalia, suit to the tempera- 
ment of a staid’ Anglo-Saxon and Teu- 
tonic population. For a week or more 
after the corn crop has been gathered 
in, both city people and country peo- 
ple in Kansas and Western Missouri 
indulge in fetes. The women appear 
in costumes fashioned from 
husks and tassels. Enterprising shop- 
keepers deck forth their windows 
with corn products. The restaurants 
serve with milk and syrup all possi- 
ble delicacies made from the corn 
kernel. Orators are secured by the 
local’ business men’s associations or 
boards of trade to sound the praises 
of the all-pulssant King. The rail- 
road companies help on the celebra- 
tion. The entire community goes corn 
mad. And, maddeét of all, the jolly 
old rogue of a monarch himself often 
appears in effigy, seated an a corn- 
cob throne, arrayed in robes of husks 
and silks. his arms and hands shaped 
of cobs. his long beard fashioned of 
wavy silk and a corn-cob pipe in his 
mouth. Even his face is of papier 
mache made from the corn stalk. 
Furthermore, there is accumulating 
throughout the corn belt a wealth of 
folk stories, always somewhat improb- 
able, connected with the growing of 
the corn. One of these tales—pre- 
sumably a variant on the Jack-and- 
the-Bean-Stalk yarn—is to the effect 


warm morning in August into a corn- 
field and foolishly undertook to climb 
one of the stalks. He got on all right 


ried him into the air faster than he 
could climb down. The attention of 
his father and brothers was attracted 
to his predicament and they made an 
effort to eut the stalk. The corn, 
however, continued to sprout upward 
so rapidly that nobody could strike 
the same place twice so that his sor- 
rowing relatives had to leave the -boy 
to his fate.

7 yarn to- whieh cur- 
rency was give by the newspapers a 
year ago stated that in certain Kansas 
townships the stalks grew so tall that 
they brushed against the telephone 
wires and interfered with the service 
by grounding the circuit. 

If these stories are somewhat to be 
doubted, the solid facts about the im- 
portance of the corn crop are not to be 
in any way discredited. The magnitude 
of the corn flelds of the West and 
Southwest staggers the imagination. 
The total yield for the United States in 
1902, the banner year thus far. was 
2.244.176, 125 bushels—two bushels 
each, roughly speaking for each inhalb- 
itant of the globe. On a single farm at 
Tarkio in the northern part of the 
State of Missouri—Hon. David Ran- 
kin’s great bonanza corn plantation, 
the largest in the world—about 15.000 
acres are annually sown in Indiau 
corn. Here one may look upon a sin- 
gle field of more than 6000 acres.

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In Its Effect Upon Industrial Affairs Judge Hunt's 
Decision in the Superior Court is the Most Important 
Ever Rendered on the Pacific Coast—Case A ppealed 
to Supreme Court—No More Charity for Strikers. 


AN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—Judge 

John Hunt of the San Francisco 

Superior Court delivered a body 
blow to the labor- union picket in his 
decision handed down last Saturday. 
In its effect upoa industrial affairs 
Judge Hunt’s decision is the most im- 
portant ever rendered on the Pacific 
| Coast. This decision: was reached in 
the case of E. G. Pierce, proprietor of 
the Nevada Stables. supported by the 
Citizens’ Alliance, against Stablemen’s 
Union, Local No. 8760. 

This suit had as its purpose 
quieting of the striking stablemen 
that harassed, threatened and ter- 
rorized the non-union men employed 
by the stable owners in place of union 
men who refused to work when de- 
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ruled 


mands made by them were rejected as 
unreasonatle. In the prayer of his 
complaint Pierce demanded that an 
Injunction issue perpetually restrain- 
ing the defendant union from inter- 
fering with his business in any way, 
from picketing his premises and from 
molesting or intimidating his work- 
men and patrons. His prayer has 
been granted by Judge Hunt, and in 
language that is plain and supported 
by higher authority the court reaf- 
firms the principle that the right to 
labor is natural and inalienable. 
Judge Hunt’s opinion will serve to 
clarify the local atmosphere, which 
has long been clouded by controversy 
between employer and employé. His 
order is the most sweéping ever is- 
sued by a western éourt against the 
common practices of unionism. In 
view of the fact, however, that the 
constitutionality of a ste‘ute upon 
which the uniong based their right to 
boycott and make the same effective 
against, the case will not 
rest on Judge Hunt's decision. It will 
be carried at once to the Supreme 
Court by the defeated organization. 
This fact was announced in Judge 
Hunt’s courtroom by C. P. Munroe, 
captain of the stablemen’s pickets, 
who was present to hear the reading 
of the decision. 
HOW DECISION WAS RECEIVED. 
There is general jubilation among 
the skiled trades over the decision.

This is especially true of the unions 
belonging to the Building Trades 
Council, which has always been bit- 
terly opposed to unskilled labor be- 
ing admitted to the fold of unionism. 
One prominent member of the Carpen- 
ters’ Union said that every skilled 
laborer in San Francisco would hold 
up the hands of any judge who would 
put a stop to the unlawful practice 
of picketing. 

The members of the Labor Coun- 
cil, on the other hand, are bitter in 
their denunciation of Judge Hunt, and 
especially of the Citizens’ Alliance, to 
which organization they attribute all 


the trouble unionists are put to in 


th ze days. The unionists say that 
te Alliance has brought about the 
decision. 

Following on the heels of the ¢ 
cision of Judge Hunt came a circular 
letter from Mayor Schmitz, calling on 
all unionists to rally at the primaries 
for the purpose of “downing the Citi- 
zens’ Alliance, and all such illegal 
and traitorous bodies.” Schmitz and 
his boss, Ruef, were quick to see that 
the effect of the decision would be to 
hurt the Union Labor party, and by 
sending out inflamatory circulars they 
hoped to stem the tide of public favor 
which they saw setting against them. 

The decision rendered was an 
agreed test decision, and the at- 
torneys of both sides to the contro- 
versy decided that should the decision 
go against them no other suit would 
be entered. This means that all tne 
pickets in front of the various stables 
and other places of business were to 
be called off, if the judge decided that 
the pickets were unlawful, but with 
the usual inconsistency of unionists, 
it has now n decided that the mat- 
ter will not be settled until the Su- 
preme Court has passed upon the case. 

Arguing from this standpoint the 
unionists refuse to withdraw their 
pickets from other places, saying that 
the decision is not final. This will. 
result in the institution of new suits 
in behalf of all the stables which are 
afflicted by pickets, and as the con- 
tention has been fully settled, there 
will simply be a repetition of the de- 
cision in a number of cases. 


THE DOWNFALL OF CASEY. 
It’s back to the two-horse truck for 
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LAWS WORK. 


HE New York Commercial cites a 
+ striking exemplification of the 
way that the eight-hour law in 
New York frequently operates, in the 
correspondence that has just passed 
between President Littleton of the 
Borough of Brooklyn and a body of la- 
borers who are laying down a public 
sewer in that borough. The Commer- 
cial says: } 
“These men have been in the habit 
of working, under their present em- 
ployer, nine and ten hours a day, re- 
ceiving therefor wages at the rate of 
$1.50 per day, the work on which they 
were engaged being for private indi- 
viduals or concerns. One of the labor 
laws of this State, however, expressly 
forbids any contractor engaged on mu- 
nicipal work from requiring or per- 
mitting his employés to work more 
than eight hours a day; and, as the 
work on which these men are now 
employed is of this character, the 
contractor who employs them has cut 
down their wages to $1.20 per day. 
Accordingly, they have lodged com- 
plaint with President Littleton, insist- 
ing that they canot properly support 
their families on the wages that they 
are now receiving and urging that of. 
ficial to intervene and see that their 
employer pays them $1.50 per day. 


“President Littletoh, of course, is 
powerless in the matter, and he has re- 
plied to the laborers to that effect. The 
eight-hour law of this State, as it ap- 
plies to contract work for a munici- 
pality, takes no cognizance whatever 
of the question of wages. That is a 
matter that rests solely with con- 
tractors and their employés. All that 
the law autherizes or permits a mu- 
nicipal officer to do in the case of con- 
tract municipal work is to see that 
the eight-hour law provision is strictly 
obeyed, neglect or refusal to do which 
subjects that officer to removal. 

“This case is not an isolated one. 
Similar cases are constantly occurring 
where the same sort of an eight-hour 
law prevails. Still, large numbers of 
workingmen continue to insist on an 
eight-hour day, regardless of the fact 
that such a law is absolutely power- 
less to affect the right of private em- 
ployers to pay such wages as they 
may deem proper, or as they may 
think conditions warrant. These 
workingmen appear to be unable to 
understand that the shortening of the 
hours of labor must inevitably tend to 
a shortening of wages. 

“Experiences like the one in Brook- 
lyn will probably have mor? effect in 
curing workingmen of this delusion 
than bales of mere appeals to their 
reason.”

Casey was driving a truck, at a small 
wage. The Teamsters’ Union looked 
like promising ground and Casey soon 
became an influential member. Then 
he rose to the position of business 
agent, or walking;delegate. When the 
big strike came on he took charge of 
it. He was sent as representative of 
the Teamsters’ Union to both the La- 
bor Council and the City Front Fede- 
ration, and soon made himself felt in 
those organizations. He became a 
member of the Executive Committee 
of the Labor Council, and president of 
the City Front Federation. 

Mayor Schmitz, then just feeling his 
way in the ,Mayor’s chair, appointed 
him president of the Board of Public 
Works, at a fat salary, but Casey con- 
tinued his affiliations with the labor 
organizations, drawing the salaries at- 
taching to the offices he held with 
them. Then he aspired to the May- 
oralty. He cut loose from Schmit: 
and antagonized him and his boss by 
showing independence of their wishes 
and desires. Then Schmitz and Ruef 
began the wing-elipping process. Casey 
was shorn of his power and the broth- 
er of Schmitz was made president, 
while Casey was relegated to an ob- 
scure position. 

Trouble brewed. in the teamsters’ 
organization and Casey had a hard 
time holding onto his job there. Trou- 
ble extended and a fight Was on in 
the City Front Federation, which re- 
sulted in Casey's defeat. Now his 
term as member of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works is drawing to a close. Casey 
has feathered his nest well, and he 
may follow in the footsteps of his il- 
lustrious predecessor of sand lot fame, 
and retire to the idle position of cap- 
Italist. 

FLIMFLAMMING STABLEMEN. 

There was a fine game of flimflam 
played on the dupes of Supervisor 
Finn and of Mike Coffey and Jim Bow- 
len last week. The striking stabie- 
men and hackmen are getting weary 
of their long-enforced idleness and 
many of them would gladly take up 
their old jobs at any terms the em- 
ployers might dictate. As the strike 
is putting much money in the pock- 
ets of the leaders,“ they want it con- 
tinued, and so word was sent out that 
a compromise was being patched up 
whereby the men were to be taken 
back ‘to the stables. It was the same 
old bunco game, and the strikers have 
postponed the dissolution. The lead- 
ers announced that a meeting was to 
be held between the leaders and the 
stable owners. A little money was 
distributed where it would do the 
most good, and the meeting was held. 
It was attended by the labor leaders 
alone, for the employers would have 
nothing to do with them. 

Following the “meeting,” the men 
were told that it would take but a 
few days to get the employers to take 
the men back on terms satisfactory 
to all. Coffey and Bowlen continue 
raking in the money from their hacks 
which are doing a rushing business, 
while the poor devils of strikers are 
eking out a precarious existence on 
the charity of their friends. 

A new phase of this strike has made 
matters worse for the strikers. Here- 
tofore it has been the custom of strik- 
ers to send their families to the vari- 
ous charitable organizations around 
town for assistance, while the men 
have lived on the donations of the 
unions. Associated Charities 
has decided to put a stop to this sort 
of business and word has gone forth 
that no charity is to be extended to 
families of strikers. If the heads of 
the families are able-bodied and will 
not work, then the families must suf- 
fer for it. 


UPERIOR COURT 
DEFINES BOYCOTT. 


EXCERPTS FROM JUDGE HUNT'S 
IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Brief Statement of the Case—Tem- 
porary injunction to Restrain 
Unionist Interference and injury 
to Business ‘is Made Permanent. 
How the Boycott is Regarded. 
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SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—In June 
Judge Hunt issued a temporary ie ; 
straining order against the stablemen 
that were boycotting Pierce’s stable 
snd committing various acts tending 
to injure his business. When the hear- 
ing came up on a motion to dissolve 
the injunction it was agreed between 
James G. Maguire, attorney for the 
union, and T. C. Van Ness, attorney 
for the stable owner, that the case 


should be tried on its merits and 


should be a test case of the right of 
unions to boycott and commit other 
acts against a business without fear 
ot injunction from a court of equity. 
The statute upon which the union re- 
lied follows: 

Section 1. No agreement, combina- 
tien, or contract, by or between two 
or more persons to do or procure to be 
done, or not to de or procure not to 
be done, any act in contemplation or 
furtherance of any trade dispute be- 
tween employers and employés in the 
State of California sh be deemed 
criminal, nor shall those engaged 
therein be indictable or otherwise 
punishable for the crime of conspiracy, 
if such act committed by one person 
would not be punishable as a crime, 
nor shall such agreement, combina- 
tion or contract be considered as in 
restraint of trade or commerce, nor 
shall any restraining order or injunc- 
tion be issued with relation thereto. 
Nothing in this act shall exempt from 
panishment, otherwise than is herein 
excepted, any persons guilty of con- 
spiracy, for which the punishment is 
now provided by any act of the Legis- 
lature, but such acts of the Legisla- 
ture shall, as to the agreements, com- 
binati®ms and contracts hereinbefore

Why People of Colorado

| Apologists for this organization have 
played on the sympathies of real 
unions by representing that a fight was 
being made to stamp out organized la- 
bor in Colorado. Probably the union 
men who have paid their money into 
the strike fund do not know that there 
is nothing of the union character in 
the federation. There is no appren-

For those who love the 
drama and its history there is a special 
charm lingering aboutdramatic remin- 
iscence. Heredity is a strong factor 
in the lives of great actors. This 
is demonstrated in the Booths, the 
Jefferson's, and the Wallacks, as well 
as many others. | 
The three named no doubt constitute 
the great theatrical familes of America. 
The father of Lester Wallack was 
born in London in 1795. He was on 
the stage at four years of age. In 
September 1818 he made his first ap- 
pearance in this country before a New 
York audience, in the old Park Thea- 
ter. “As the grandson of his grand- 
parents, paternal and maternal, as the 
son of his father, the nephew of his 
uncles and his aunts, and the cousin 
of his cousins, Mr. Lester Wallack 
could claim blood as blue as that which 
flows in the veins of all the dramatic | 
Howerds.” 


Lester Wallack, Jr., was born in New 
York City in 1819, but he used to say 
that he never really knew whether he 
entered this world at the end; of the 
old or the beginnng of the n year. 
In September, 1847, he appeared at the 
Broadway Theater in New York City. 
Mr. Wallack and Edwin Forrest were 
at this time playing Shakespeareaa 
roles with much success. . 
Wallack’s Theater, on the west side 
of Broadway, was opened in September 
(the Wallack’s glad month it would 
seem) 1862, and from this time until 
the close of his career Mr. Wallack 
played with dramatic growth and gave 
the New York public the best talent to 
fou in the English speaking 


literature,

made dramatic history. It was in his 
theater that Laura @ made her 
debut in America, and many brilliant 
stars followed her. It was Charlotte 
Cushman who pronounced young Wal- 
lack “the coming man of his day.” She 
lived to see her prediction verified. 
Who that has ever seen Lester Wal- 
lack in such plays as “Rosedale” and

comedies that made their memorable 
runs at Wallack’s can fail to feeel that 
he was made better by those dramatic 
treats.

This means the higher criti- 
cism upon works of art, and will in- 
clude men like Mr. Finck, in music, 
and KRussell Sturgis in painting. 

In small communities the critic is 
rare. Of course we have with us al- 
ways the “art editor.” In places 
there is not much to invite art criti- 
clsm.

For his courage, if 
he possess it, he usually gets some 
bolts of abuse from one quarter or an- 
other. The critic properly lives in 
the region of art, and according to 
Webster, is “one skilled in judging of 
the merits of literary works, or pro- 
ductions of art, especially in the fine 
arts.” Again, the critic is “one who 
possesses a severe judgment, one who 
censures or finds fault.” Some per- 
sons who do not love art critics say, 
with just a shade of malice, that the 
critic is “one who has individually 
failed in producing meritorious work.”

CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES } 
81. LOUIS, Aug. 1.—Landing from 
the street cars at the Lindell or Main 
entrance, I find myself on the apex of 
| @ V, tae arms of which are walks lead- 
dus to the entrance and exit gates of 
‘the World's Fair. These walks cross 
an immense plaza, affording an abun- 
@arice of room for any crowd which 
may seek admittance. 
Of course these crowds are cosmopol- 
Han in character, all nations and lan- 
are represented and form a 
ely, noisy scene. The lack of spruce- 
mess and starch strikes me, and it com- 
‘forts me to know I am not the only 
\iimp, damp person in sight. The day 
is hot, and most people have cast off 


; es many superfiuities in dress as pos- 


Sible, ladies without hats, collars or 
— men without coats, vests, col- 
„ ete. Certainly, some cling to all 
the conventionalities and suffer. 

How often I am reminded of Califor- 
‘Sia, as I hear, “This weather is certain- 
i ly exceptional, our summer. has been 30 

ol.“ But all are good-natured, tax- 
tng things and weather as philosophi- 
Sally and pleasantly as possible. 
. Passing the turnstiles, here is au- 
ther more immense plaza still, from 
. Waich I get a fine view of the main 
feature of the Exposition. This is the 
élévation on which are Festival Hall, 
Standing out from the center of the 
terrace of States (fourteen in number 
each represented by a colossal! group of 
Statuary.) cascades, and Cascade Gar- 
Gens, with the lagoons at their feet. 
To east end of tlie 
* @ starting point 
the Tyrolean Alps,—a representation of 
Miountains 
hundred feet high. Ona hot day, such 
when I take my first glance at the 
r, this suggestion of snow is very 
welcome. 

To speak of the Fafr in gener 
terms, commendatory or critical, it 
Seems to me that nothing but superia- 
tives will express what one wants to 
say. it is the largest Exposition ever 
held, the most ambitious, the most up 
to daie, the most elaborate in detail, 
the most expensive, the least remuz- 
erative, the most inconvenient in ar- 
rangement, so far as getting from one 
point to another is concerned, and pos- 
sesses most points of interest with the 
Jeast possibility of seeing everything in 
lees than the entire season. 

The lighting is up to date, for the - 
lumineations aim to show the architec- 
ture as well as to light the’ grounds. 


This is done by stringing the electric, 
lights on the inside of the columns of 


the colonnades; casting direct light on 
the buildings and the reflected light on 
the grounds. ; 
* Festival Hall, the Terrace of States, 
the pavilions at either end of said ter- 
race, are all furnished with three sers 
red, and green, 
Walch are used in turn, adding to the 
beauty of the whole. 

The cascades, apparently issuing 
from Festival Hall and pavilions, have 
incandescent lights under the ledges 
over which the water falls, and though 
The picture in day time is fine, at even- 
Ins it is beautiful beyond my poor pow- 
ere of description. 

Some buildings are perfectly illu- 
minated; that is, every lineis complete- 
ly traced by glowing lights. Others have 
these lines broken in places. To get a 

.Somprehensive idea of the lighting of 
the grounds, | went up in the Ferris 
Wheel at night and such a scene of 
Drililant beauty, I never imagined. No 
are lights are used on the palaces or 


Central features, so nothing breaks the 
Arc lights 


even incandescent glow. 

are used on the Pike, the borders of the 

grounds, and on the grounds of State 
foreign buildings. 

The manner of illuminating a pleas- 
fog also. The lights at first glow 
faintly, increasing in brilliancy until 
the Ulumination is complete. 
lights are turned- off, gradually, also. 
There is a fascination about this bril- 
ant night scene: I never tire of it, and 
wait for it night after night, although 
the Exposition riddle has a living ex- 
ample in me. 

The riddle is: “Why is tae Exposi- 


tion larger at night than in the morn- 


ing?” Answer: Because what is a 
foot in the morning, is an acre (acher) 
at night.”

design, the plants used of course ere 
those most effective in coloring, as ge- 
raniums, phlox, foliage plants, cannaa, 
petunias, balsams, etc., even the dark 
leaf of the common red beet .s seen. A 
floral design on each side of the central 
Cascade is striking. L. P.“ inter- 
woven, for “couisiana Purchase,” 
Stands out boldly, and is visible at a 
great distance. 

The elevation on which Festival Hall 
Stands is sixty-five feet, so it pays to 
climb the steps leading to the top 
for the view afforded there. The main 
basin is at the foot, and is crossed by 
bridges of beautiful design; beyond is 
the monument of St. Louis, and the 
plaza, bordered by velvety grass and 


stretches to the entrance. Two of the 
main palaces are on each side of the 


As you walk over to the west end of 
iu@ ridge, the domes of the Mosque of 
Omar in Jerusalem and of the Illinois 
building, as well as the gigantic Ferris 
Wheel, are silhouetted against the sky. 
To the north, in the Pike, rises tae 
dome of “Creation” beyond the Plaza 
of St. Anthony. - 

On the east end of the ridge looking 
north the view of the lesser lagoons 
and Plaza of eans terminates with a 
high sightseeing tower; while to the 
east the domes of the Government 
and Missouri buildings give a finish to 
an extensive view. 

Soon after entering the „ ao 
automobile ride is in order, in and out 
we wind, around this palace, beyond 
that, down the twelve hundred feet 
wide street of.the Model City, up by 
the United States Life Saving Sta- 
tion, around the lagoons and plazas. 
Everything is named by the guiue, and 
at the end of the three and a-half mile 
ride, I alight impressed by his vo'n- 
bility, the intricacy and size of the Fair 
and not much wiser as to direction, 
but my map is ever with me so I know 
I shall find my way. 

After the ride around the interior, 
the Intermural Railway is in order. 
This travels seven miles in forty mia- 
utes, giving time to see much and to lo- 
cate many concessions. It also deepens 
the impression of size that grows the 
longer one stays. 

When the grounds are illuminated 1s 
tae time to take a launch ora gon- 
dola on the lagoons. The easy motion, 
the beautiful surroundings illuminated 
so artistically, the voices of gonaoliers 
singing the favorite Neapolitan Boat 
Song “Santa Lucia“ leave a lasting, 
pleasant memory. 

Now, as to the size of the Fair, I am 
afraid it is too large to be a financial 
success—people become  discouragea 
and go away sooner than if seven huu- 
dred instead of twelve hundred ecres of 
ground were to be covered. 

There is no convenience in the dis- 
position of buildings, no short cuts 
from one exhibit to another, for the ar- 
tistic idea has dominated the whole ar- 
rangement entirely. ; 

The Intermural Railway, though cou- 
Venient, is not decorative nor speedy, 
and, I am told, in many of these ways, 
the Buffalo Exposition surpasséd this. 

As I remember the Midway of Chi- 
cago, it was greatly superior to the 
Pike, which is too narrow and too con- 
gested to be pleasing to the taste, while 
many of the entertainments are in- 
ferior, but it is cheerful, amuses many, 
people, and is an addition to the Fai 
as a side feature. 

As I dave a pass, I am allowed to 
enter on Sunday—cleaning up day. The 
streets are rolled, papers and refuse are 
picked up and hauled away in drays. 
Gardeners are watering and caring tor 
their plants. Through the windows of 
restaurants chairs are seen piled on 
tables with no one around. In thé 
| various build exhibitors are rub- 
bing ‘nd polishing their éxhibits. 
Curio venders are tak stock of coun- 
try and re-arranging their wares tor 
the morrow. Nothing is open, and if it 
were not for the Fountain of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
the chance visitor would be thirsty. . 

I climb the steps to Festival Hall, 
and ne scene is as quiet and peaceful 
as heart can conceive, or desire. The 
only throb that tells of a moving 
power, comes from Machinery Palace. 

The cascades are dry, the fountains 
are still, the only things that, to me, 
are missed. 

Some Indians from the Wild West 
Show are roaming the grounds, the 
squaws, and three white women are 
the only ones of the gentler sex in 
sight. 

I wander up the Pike, it reminds me 
of a tawdry: tarnished, tinsel war- 
ment, in daylight. Nothing naturally 
veantiful about it, with the people who 
make up its attraction invisible, its 
charm is gone. A few foreigners gaze 
from the balconies on the chanée visi- 
tor. Hagenbeck’s animals roar and re- 
lieve the dead silence that reigns. | 
am glad to turn to the grounds and 
feast my eyes on the grass, trees, flow- 
ers and beauties of architecturé, once 
more. 

These are a few of the general im- 
pressions received during my visit to 
the Fair. To me it is all very beau- 
toful, and to my surprise I heard an au- 
thority say the only new features 
introduced were the Cascades, Mining 
Building and the archways and .owers 
of the Transportation Building. This 
is d to credit but ft makes not the 
least “difference in my enjoyment of 


the Louisiana Purchase Exposition.

That’s my business—broker to the 
public, the business public preferred, 
and for that work I get my commis-

sion. It's not boodle or bribing or 
graft. It's a straignt, middleman's 
business.” 


“Of course,” I said, “I have known 
that some of you fellows used your 
influence to get ordinances through 
the Board of Aldermen or to get a 
committee to send in a favorable ree 
on some reselution or order, but 
I didn’t think there was enough in it 
to make a man a landlord or a cap- 
italist.” 

“I have never used my influence to 
put through an order, ordinance or 
resolution Which smelled of dirty 
money,” said the politician, speaking 
earnestly. “But I have lobbied for 
measures which required no lobbying 
and pulled for ordinances which would 
have gone through without any pull- 
ing and charged my principals good 
round commissions for it, too. You 
have been Mayor of this town a good 
months and you were no 
spring chicken when you Were 

yet you could be gold-bricked in the 
City Hall as easy as the softest busi- 
mess man who wants something out 
of the city. 

SEEKS THE POLITICIAN. | 
“You have the same idea of the 
way business has to be done in the 
city departments as most business 
men have. You think nothing can be 
done or put through without influence 
or graft. That idea is the capital of 
men in my line of business. We are 
regarded as men of influence in the 
public departments because we are 
politicians of more or less 
So when Mr. Business Man wants a 
favor done, wants a permit, order or 
wants the street in front 
of his Rouse repaired, wants this or 
that—all legitimate, proper wants—he 
haunts us up, tells us what he wants; 
we get the thing done and the next 
day get his check for It. 

“He believes we used our own per- 
sonal influence or cash to get him 
what he wanted. That is, he believes 
that ever, man in the City Hall, in- 
cluding yourself, is crooked, so he 
puts up no holler when we gently in- 
timate that little commission is 
due, but pays promptly. 7 

“Now, the fact is, in ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred cases that 
same business man could get for him- 
self, without paying one red cént, that 
for which he paid me or some of the 
other boys several hundred dollars. 
Sometimes it’s hard work for me to 
keep from. laughing in the face of 
some keen, bright business man who 
draws me into a dark corner to give 
me $25 to get a permit for him which 
he could get himself by merely ask- 
ing for it. It's like taking candy 
from a baby—so easy. Yet that sort 
of thing is done every day simply be- 
cause the common belief is that any- 
thing of a public nature is associated 
or connected with boodle or graft. 
And ,ust as long as this public pes- 
simism continues I will build and 
own income-producing flat buildings.” 

A DISCOURAGING CONDITION. | 

I have repeated these candid and 
somewhat cynical observations of 
this professional politician becanse 
the public pessimism which gave him 
a good living is the most discourag- 
ing condition which faces the chief 
executive of any ¢ity. One of the 
best Mayors who ever filled that office, 
“Golden Rule” Jones of Toledo, died 
but a short time ago. His death re- 
calls a conversa he had with a 
friend of mine in which he said: 

“It wag extremely difficult for me 
to convince the business men of my 
city that I wanted to give them an 
honest, fair and decent administration. 
They seemed to take it for granted 


things and do just the opposite; 
be a hypocrite and use my office for 
the personal benefit of myself and my 
friends.” 
“Golden Rule” Jones lived long 
enough to know that the citizens of 
Toledo implicitly believed him and in 
him, anditisasad fact that this mu- 
tual confidence between a Mayor and 
people is so rare that Mayor Jones 
of Toledo was kndwn the world over 
as a “unique character.” 
As I drew near the close of my 
term I began to count the days when I 


a private citizen My impa- 
tience to transfer t Ins of govern- 
ment to my successor increased as the 
end drew nearer. I nad said in the 
commencement of my administration 
that I would not seek renomination. 
My friends urged me to reconsider 
that statement, but I had had enough 
of the office. : 

I felt that another term would trans- 
forme me into a confirmed cynic. I had 
tried faithfully and earnestly to live 
up to my ideals, to give my city a good 
administration. No scandal of any 
consequence had marred my record 
and I had succeeded in carrying for- 
ward to successful realization some of 
the reforms I had planned. 

ENCOUNTERS. ANTAGONISM. 

But at every term I had encountered 


in the social and business worlds. 
Their doctrine of “self first and good 
government afterward if it doesn’t 
nterfere with self” caused me to lose 
th in them, and having no faith nor 
confidence in them I could not ask 
them to have faith and confidence in 
me. 3 
I have shown how the “good citizen” 
and the “reputable business man” 
sought to corrupt public officials and 
servants. I have related a few occur- 
rences -which demonstrated the fact 
that much of the grafting, corruption 
and laxity in the public service is 
caused by the pernicious activity and 
influence of private citizens acting for 
themselves or their business asso- 
ciliates. This unholy alMance of repre 
sentative and influential business and 
professional men with the

WHY “GRAFT” EXISTS. 

: The popular cry is that maladmin- 
istration of public affairs is attributa- 
ble to the pernicious influence of poll 
tics. But the man who has been a 
Mayor knows better. He knows that 
the grafting politician, the boodling 
political boss and the politi- 
cal leader could not exist were it not 
for the coéperation of “solid” business 
men and thé indifference of the aver- 
age voter. I knew it before I had 
served half my term, and one of the 
latest of my Mayoral experiences 
served to drive the unpleasant truth 
home and clinch it immovably in my 
memory. 

One of my last official acts was the 
veto of a particularly vicious ordin- 
ance. It was introduced in behalf of a 
public utility corporation and the 
gangsters purposed rushing it through 
before the new administration came 
into power. The board of aldermen 
passed it by such a substantial major- 
ity that there seemed little doubt the 
gangsters would be able to muster 
enough votes to pass it over my veto 
if I should return it with my dis- 
approval. 

The ordinance was so clearly against 
public policy and interest that I de- 
cided to veto it as soon as I had read 
it through. When my decision became 
known the gangsters and their backers 
began a boodling campaign to round up 
sufficient votes to defeat my purpose. 
It was my last fight, for the newly 
elected Mayor, my successor, would 
assume the office the following week.

CARBOLIC POISONING, 


A Simple Antidote Said to Have Been 
| Discovered in the Oil of 
Turpentine: 

{London News.] A remarkable die- 
covery has apparently been made by a 
Dublin veterinary surgeon named Allen 
respecting an antidote for carbolic acid 
poisoning. 

Some time ago his attention was 
drawn to two horses which were evi- 
dently suffering from poisoning. On 
examining one he noticed that the mu- 
cous surface of the mouth was blanched 
and that the animal was staggering. 
There was a general twitching of the 
muscles, the eyes were staring and the 
animal was rapidly assuming a coma- 
tose condition. Mr. Allen asked for 
some oil, linseed for preference, if not, 
any kind of oil that was handy. Some 
was brought, and about two wineglas;- 
fuls administered to one of the animals, 
the effect being, to quote the words of 
Mr. Allen, miraculous. For the first 
time he then noticed that the “oil” 
which had been given to the horse was 
the ordinary turpentine of commerce. 
So satisfied was he with the result that 
he gave the second horse a dose, al- 
though at that time the animal was un- 
conscious. In about ten minutes it re- 
covered and both horses were at work 
the next day as if nothing had hap- 
pened. 

Not this, by a peculiar 
coincidence, Mr. Allen was asked to 
look at a blacksmith, who, after drink- 
ing a glassful of stout, had become 
very III.

So craftily had the plotters planned 
that, had Wap's murder been disvov- 
ered, they meant to have it so fixed 
that they could swear that Pasenego 
killed his own father. But the bravery 
of the young Indian’s squaw defeated 
their well-laid plans. After a hearing 
at Durango the four Indians were 
turned over to the United States au- 
thorities, thet State courts having no 
jurisdiction in cases happening on 
reservations. 

For more than a generation Chief 
Ignacio, against whom these Indians 
plotted, has been a consistent friend 
of the white man, ranking with the 
great Ouray, chief of the Uncom- 
pabgre Utes in the assistance he has 
given the government in bringing the 
Indian to ways of civilization. Next 
in line to Ignacio in the Southern 
Ute tribe are Buckskin Charley, Ma- 
riano and Severo, comparatively 
young Indians, and powerful in their 
influence. Buckskin Charley is one of 
the richest Indians in the world. He 
owns ranches and cattle and his, 
wealth has been estimated at not less 
than $100,000. Mariano and Severo are 
also powerful subchiefs and the riv- 
alry between these three for leader- 
ship, in case of Ignacio’s death, will 
be spirited. 

Ignacio, in view of his service to 
the government, is chief of the Indian 
police—a position which is looked 
upon with covetous eyes by other In- 
dians because it pays $20 a month. 
These Indian police are a picturesque 
feature of reservation life. They have 
little to do, but, when they are called 
upon to maintain order they do it 
very effectively. The Indian who gets 


attains the dream of his life, and 
these appointments are the means of 
as much wire pulling as similar posi- 
tions in the cities are with the white 


Several years ago a medicine man 
named Osipah was killed for failure 
to effsct a cure, and another time a 
medicine man was killed and thrown 
in the river, this crime being charged 
to Mariano, who never had a trial. 
A band of renegade Utes killed a med- 
icine man in the Blue Mountains and 
escaped. But Wap's murder, on ac- 
count of the evidence which had been 
secured, seems likely to be the last 
otfense of its kind to take place un- 
der the white man’s rule. G. W. 8.

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 5.—That 
Mexico will adopt a peso with fixed 
velue, next January, is a possibility. 
Mexico needs a sound currency for 
many reasons. The governmental in- 
cebtedness abroad is in gold, and this 
indebtedness must be met in yellow 
metal. The constant fluctuation of 
silver gives uncertainty to her interest 
service. Stabilization of the peso at 
fifty cents, practically a gold standard, 
would banish that element of anxiety. 
The country needs, also, more capital 
than is now in active use here. Proſit- 
waking is not strong enough to meet 
the needs of bankers, farmers, con‘ract- 
ors. While Mexico has advanced and 
is advancing wonderfilly along the 
path of public improvement, thousands 
of enterprises are held in adeyance un- 
ill money becomes cheaper. Cheup- 
ness and avoundance will only come 
when foreign investors know that their 
gold investments will reap the just 
harvest of gold dividends, interest, etc. 
ond that when disposing of their pro- 
perty they will be paid in gold, or in 
com with fixed gold value. 

Again, the railroads, which are the 
arteries of the country, suffer from 
anemia. Their revenues are in silver 
and their foreign securities redeem- 


have poverty of blood. The railroads 
have built up Mexico as nothing else 
has, but they have suffered as nothing 
eise has.

FINANCIAL NEWS. 

The customhouse collections for the 
twelve months of the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1904, as issued by the 
Treasury Department, give a good idea 
of the flourishing condition of Mexico's 
foreign trade. In amount they ee 
greater than those oi any preceding ne- 
cal year inthe history of the country. 
The statement is as follows:

In the fiscal 
year 1897-1898, the custom house ro- 
ceipts were $23,022,618. 

On June 30th last the five leading 
Mexican banks of this city had a totai 
cash holding of $41,207,117.24, divided 
as follows: National Bank, $27,018,- 
214.74; London Bank, $12,634,214.74; 
Central, $1,340,975.03;: International 
Mortgage, $184,102.60; Agricultural and 
Mortgage Bank, $29,700.92. On that 
same date the National had $23,455,245 
outstandng in note circulation and 
the London Bank $18,883,313.00. The 
International Mortgage Bank had 
afloat $10,238,400 in mortgage bonds 
and the Agricultural and Mortgage 
Bank $962,500 in same class of 
paper. 

NEW ENTERPRISES. 

The Mexican government has decfded 
to build a lighthouse on the coast near 
San Benito, the southernmost corner 
of the Republic, close to the border of 
Mexico and Guatemala. The Treas- 
ury Department has authorized the 
warrants for the purchase of the land 
which belongs to a widow lady by the 
name of Mrs. Bado. The work will 
be done by the Mexican engineer Vic- 
torio E. Gongora, who started south 
this week. 

The dynamite factory just finished in 
northern Mexico started up its work 
this week. It is located at La Tinaja, 
district of Mapimi, State of Durango, 
twenty-seven kilometers from Gomez 
Palacio. The company expects in a 
few months to be manufacturing 
enough of its dangerous output to met 
the demand in this country; or abort 
4000 tonsa year. While this is a large 
amount of explosive, its quantity WII 
not materially affect the big American 
companies that have hitherto supplied 
Mexico. Most of the dynamite has 
hitherto come here from California. 

John Bannon has established an ink 
factory at San Miguel, a suburb north- 
west of the city. His machinery, which 
is American, is capable of making ink 
enough not only for the Mexican mar- 
ket but for the Cuban and South 
American. 

AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 

Wheat men are of the opinion that 
Mexico will not be obliged to import 
any foreign wheat this year, as the ex- 
pected crop, it is presumed, will be 
sufficient for the needs of the country. 
The Mexican wheat crop of 1904, 
which has been already harvested in 


regions during the next fortnight, 
will amount to about 1.500,000 cargas 
of 360 pounds each. This will 
be about 200,000 cargas more than 
the crop of last year; the deficiency 
bad then to be supplied by the impor- 
tation of 250,000 cargas of. American 
wheat, the government having thrown 
off the duties in benefit of the people. 
Last December the Mexican millers 
petitioned the government to have the 
duty of five cents per kilogram on for- 
eign wheat taken off, or greatly re- 
duced during the present year, 
so as to keep the price of 
the Mexican cereal down toa 
certain point. But with the pres- 
ent good crop prospect in wheat and 
the price at from $13.50 to $14 per 
carga, a lower price than obtained last 
year, it is thought this governmental 
action will not be necessary. 

The Chicle Manufacturing Company 
at Jersey City, at its meeting 
held recently, voted dividends amount- 
ing to $900,000 in gold for the year 
closing June 30, 1904, besides adding 
$211,000 to the reserve fund. Al- 
though the Mexichn chicle is largely 
used in varnishing processes, the 
above figures apply to its output in one 
factory as chewing gum. It is not 
generally known that chicle chewing 
was quite a fad in Mexico forty years 
ago, long before it. was thus perpe- 
trated on the American public. The 
habit has died out in Mexico and some- 
tune it will disappear in the United 
States. At present chicle has lowered 
in price; that of Tuxpan being thirty- 
nine cents and that of Honduras thir- 
ty-five cents.. 

During 1903 the exportation of hen- 
equen fiber from the Peninsula of Yu- 
catan showed a quantity of 93,058,666 
kilograms, packed in 590,430 bales, 
whose value as declared at the Pro- 
greso customhouse was $33,481,603.51, 
silver. It was exported altogether in 
161 steamships, during the season, 
and to the following countries: United 
States, 577,976 bales; Cuba, 8057 
bales, and Europe, 4397 bales. 

NOTES AND PERSONALS. 

H. E. Kemp of Los Angeles, who 
came to Mexico City about one week 
ago, has gone to Tampico to examine 
a tract of timber land comprising 16. 
000 acres. If a suitable price can be 
agreed upon, he will make the pur- 
chase. He is expected back in this 
city next week to close the deal. 
Enrique C. Llorente, former Mexican 
Consul at Galveston, has been ap- 
pointed Consul-General to Panama, 
and will start thither in October. Mr. 
Llorente lived many years at Galves- 
ton, and while there married an Amer- 
ican, the daughter of Judge W. A. 
Kincaid. In December, 1903, he went 
to Dececapa, Mexico, to take charge of 
his father’s estate, severing his con- 
nection with the consular service. 
Gen. Leonardo Marquez, one of the 
most celebrated leaders. in the ranks 
of the Mexican conservatives who 
tried to foist Maximilian upon Mexico, 
will soon issue a book giving his ver-. 
sion of the Franco-Austrian interven- 
tin in Mexico. He is now an aged 
man, and his work will be read with 
much interest by many who will per- 
haps try to seek within its leaves 
some excuse for the acts of cruelty 
that characterized his adventurous ca- 
reer. 

Hon. George Greville, British Min- 
ister to Mexico, is expected to arrive 
at Vera Cruz next Sunday, the 6th, on 
the French steamer Navarre. British 
Consul Lucien J. Jerome’ will meet 
the Minister at the port. The party 
will be housed temporarily at the Jar- 
din. 


Pedro Alvarado, the Parral miner 
millionaire, owner of the celebrated 
Palmillas mine, expects to visit the 
World’s Fair. He will have a special 
train and his entire family will ac- 
company him on the trip, which will 
cover some weeks. The price of the 
“Special,” $12,000, does not keep bim 
awake and he does no guessing as to 
where the money will come from with 
which to pay for the trip.

The company has been in business in 
San Francisco a number of years, and 
has recently opened local es in 
the Huntington building, where they 
will keep a representative, A remark- 
able fact is that an accident has never 
occurred on one of the company’s ele- 
vators that could be attributed to any 
imperfection of the machinery. 


DAWSON AND ELDRIDGE CO. 


In a building of such immensity as 
the million-dollar structure which is 
now nearing completion at Sixth and 
Main streets, Los Angeles can claim 
the distinction of having the largest of- 
fice building west of New York City. 
Much space has recently been devoted 
to graphic descriptions of the magnifi- 
cent structure, but little has deen 
said of the men who made it. 

Built entirely by Los Angeles men 
and firms, it stands today as a monu- 
ment to the engineering skill and ge- 
nius of the dozen contractors who 
pushed it to successful completion. 
Among the number the above-named 
firm was awarded the contract for the 
erection of all the interior steel fin- 
ish, and the furnishing of all other 
interior work, such as window frames, 
doors, sash, glass, etc. 

The extent of the contract, which was 
the largest individual contract of its 
kind ever let in the West, included 
such items as 28,000 feet of sash chain 
for the windows of the gigantic build- 
ing. To this is attached thirty tons 
of sash weights, distributed among the 
1100 windows. Of this number 700 
windows are in the two light courts, 
and are fitted with twenty-one-ounce 
Flass, while the 400 outside window 
frames are furnished with a heavy 
plate glass. The sash are the re- 
versible sash manufactured by the 
Hipolito Screen and Sash Company. 

Mr. R. M. ‘fcCabe, who has been in 
charge of the entire work, and super- 
intendent for the company for several 
years, is also general foreman for the 
Pacific Electric Railway and the Los 
Angeles Railway companies. He has 
worked from ninety to one hundred 
men on the job and it has been free 
from labor disturbances of any kind, 
the men being skilled and competent 
workmen and thoroughly reliable and 
energetic. Mr. Huntington’s engineers 
in fact specifically stated in most of

There is a triple system of heating 
installed in the building, one main 
system running to the first floor, an- 
O.wer to the six office floors, and the 
third to the eighth and nifith floors oc- 
cupied by the Jonathan Club. This 
will prove both economical and satis- 
factory inasmuch as the office heat can 
be shut off from night to morning and 
the first floor from after midnight or at 
any time required, so each plant is 
practically separate, although all 
steam is generated in two immense 
boilers in the basement, one of 125 and 
the other of 175 horse power. 

Crude oll will be used for fuel and 
sprayed into the boilers by com 
air. All power is to be electric. The 
heating system is absolutely low pres- 
sure; five pounds of steam at the boll- 
ers is all that will be used to heat the 
building. 

When it is desired to heat either the 
office floors, the clubrooms or the first 
floor, separately or at once, the air 
is all exhausted from the radiators and 
drawn down to the basement through 
what is known as the Paul system, and 
the result is that five minutes after 
the heat is turned on every one of the 
700 radiators in the building will be 
hot. All told there is over 25,000 feet 
of radiation in the building, and the 
temperature in each room may be con- 
trolled by the occupant at his pleas- 
ure, 

The E. D. Hough Heating and Ven- 
tilating Company has been established 
for the past five years, although Mr. 
Hough has been a resident of 
Angeles for over eighteen years, thir- 
teen being spent with the Baker Iron 
Works, where he was in charge of their 
heating and boiler setting branch of 
the business.

Judge Hunt's opinion says in part: 

CASE EXPLAINED. 

On the 22nd day of April, 1904, the 
plaintiff, Pierce. was the owner of un 
interest in the Nevada Livery Stables; 
on that dale he employed ten men, 
all of whom, save one, belonged to the 
dé@fendant, the Stablemen’s Union, 
which union was composed of some 
606 members. At that time the rela- 
tions detween the piaintiff and his 
men were harmonious; the latter were 
working upon the schedule, durirg the 
hours, for the wages, and under the 
conditions prescribed by their union. 

About 7 o'clock on the morning of 


that day the plaintiff was visited by a 


walking delegate of the defendant's 
union, who requested him to dis- 
charge the non-union man then in 
his employ and substitute a union man 
in his stead. 

The plaintiff declined to do 80; 
whereupon the walking delegate inter- 
viewed all of the union employés of 
plaintiff and they thereupon ceased 
work and left his employment. Shortly 
thereafter two pickets from the union 
arrived and commenced to walk up 
and down front of the stable en- 
trance, one of them carrying a ban- 
ner bearing the words: “Unfair 
stable! Union men locked out and 
‘non-union men put in!” 

The following day three or four 
pickets appeared and patrolled the 
premises, and within a week thereaf- 
ter the number of pickets gradually 
ancreased, until upon some occasiors 
there were as thany as fifty men. 

One Munroe was appointed by the 
non captain of the pickets, with full 


authority to order, direct and control |. 


their action. He testified that his 


business was to see that the men 


ected “within the law,” but the union 
Jeft it to him to determine what con- 
duct, upon their part, would be “within 
the law.” He admitted that he was 
the agent of the union and that, as 
such, he considered it his duty to 
“put pressure of force” upon plaintiff. 
He claimed that the union had the 
right ta take “boycotting measures” 
Against the plaintiff and that he acted 
accordingly. 

BOYCOTT DEFINED. 

The law defines the word boycott as 
Lan organized attempt to coerce or in- 


- \timidate one into compliance with a 


* 


the “boycott.” 


demand by combining to abstain ard 
compelling others to abstain from any 
business or social relations with him.” 

Thus defined the evidence herein 
abundantly proves that Munroe ac- 
complished his purpose of “boycott- 
ing” plaintiff. 

Upon one occasion an employé of 
Plaintiff was attacked by two men and 
knocked down; one of his employés 
was followed to his home and struck 
with a rock, and another was ap- 
proached by some of the pickets and 
urged to join the union; upon his re- 
fusal to do so he was informed that 
he would be “finished.” 

In consequence of the boycott plain- 
tiff was harassed and annoyed, his 
business was injured, he lost several 
customers, he was unable to hire out 
his hacks and road vehicles for lack 
of drivers and was compelled to send 
twelve of his horses to pasture. 

The courts generally hold that the 
“boycott” is illegal; it has been thus 
held in Virginia, 84 Va. 927; New Jer- 
sey, 63 N. J. Eq. 101; 
Rep. 912; Michigan, 118 Mich. 497; 
Massachusetts, 167 Mass. 93; Illinois, 
101 Ill. App. 355, and in Minnesota, 45 


* Fed. Rep. 136.4 


This action was brought to obtain 
a permanent injunction against the 
defendants, the Stablemen’s Union 
and others, to restrain them from con- 
Upon filing the 
complaint a restraining order was is- 
sued enjoining defendants from inter- 
fering with plaintiff’s business, from 

his premises and from mo- 

or intimidating any of the 
workmen or patrons. Upon the serv- 
ice of the restraining order the “boy- 


cott“ ceased. The cause was tried 


and submitted and the facts herein- 
before enumerated were proven by 
overwhelming evidence. 

The only question of law to be de- 
termined, therefore, is the question 
of remedy. The defendant's counsel 
claims that the plaintiff's remedy; if 
any, must be sought, either in a crim- 
imal proceeding or in a civil action 
or damages. In respect to the former 

claim it is to be noted that a wrong- 


Tul act is, in respect to its nature, 


either a blic offense or a private 
injury; but, in respect to remedial 
consequences, it may be both. The 
Date may punish a wrongdoer by im- 


prisonment, but that circumstance in 
mo wise impairs the civil remedy of 


the aggrieved party. In ex parte Debs, 
168 U. 8., 591, the United States Su- 
preme Court say: “When there is an 
interference, actual or threatened, 
with property rights of a pecuniary 
nature, the jurisdiction of equity 
arises, and is not destroyed by the 
fact that such acts are accompanied 
by, or are themselves, violations of a 
criminal law.” 

In this case the answer admits that, 
if the defendants are not restrained, 
the plaintiff's ousiness will be com- 
pletely destroyed. For such a wrong 
the Penal Code affords the plaintiff 
no remedy. The criminal law cannot 
recompense plaintiff for loss sustained, 
cannot restrain others from commit- 
ting like acts, cannot enjoin the union 
from continuing the boycott, nor can 
it prevent a threatened injury to his 


prope 


rty. 
Would a civil suit for daamges avail 
the plaintiff? In this case the an- 
wer admits that the defendants are 
financially irresponsible, hence a 
money judgment against them would 
be unavailing. Furthermore, a resort 
to civil proceedings would involve a 
multiplicity of suits. There are 600 
members of the defendant's union, 
several hundred of whom must have 
participated in the “boycott” of plain- 
tiff: the number and personnel of the 
participants, however, was constantly 
changing, in the morning one or two, 
in the afternoon four or six, and in 
the evening from thirty to fifty; .the 


names of the picket men were, and 


are, unknown to plaintiff: besides, 
fome participated in the proceedings 
to a less obnoxious degree than oth- 
ers, some employed opprobrious epi- 
thets and others did not. But, even 
if the participants were known, it 
would be difficult to prove the amount 
of damage which the act of each in- 
dividual occasioned; or, if that were 
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| determined, it would still de necessary 


to commence several hundred suits 
and engage in a litigation which, in 
amy event, would be barren of finan- 
cial results, in consequence of the im- 
pecuniosity of the parties. It must 
be apparent, therefore, that an action 
for damages would afford plaintiff no 
remedy. 

Now, it is a cardinal rule of equity 
jurisprudence that, where injury to 
property is threatened by the acts of 
parties who are unable to respond in 
damages, or where the redress of an 
injury will. occasion a multiplicity of 
suits, or where the damage resulting is 
irreparabic, a court of equity will fur- 
nish the injured party the only remedy 
that can avail him, to wit, the remedy 
of injunction. | 

Hence it follows that the pivotal 
question in the case is this: Is the 
plaintiff entitled to an injunction? De- 
fendant’s counsel claims that he is not 
so entitled; that, even if the defend- 
ants cannot respond in damages, even 
if the injury done, or threatened to be 
done, was, or is, irreparable in its na- 
ture, even if a multiplicity of suits 
would be occasioned, and even if the 
pecuniary damage sustained by plain- 
tiff would be difficult of ascertainment, 
Still a court of equity cannot enjoin 
the acts complained of because an act 
of the Lé@gislature of this State passed 
March 20, 1903, forbids it from doliug 
so. (See Statutes 1903, p. 289.) 

That the plaintiff was injured in his 
property rights cannot be gainsaid; 
that the acts of defendants, if coa- 
tinued, would have ultimately de- 
stroyed his business, is admitted. If 
defendant’s acts were unlawful, the 
law presumes that their intent was ua- 
lawful: and the act of 1903 could not 
and does not, sanction a combination 
to accomplish an unlawful act. 

But, aside from these considerations, 
I am of opinion that the act in que:- 
tion, in so far as it attempts to deprive 
courts of equity of the power to issue 
injunctions, in cases of “trace dis- 
putes,” is unconstitutional, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

First. It violates that provision of 
our State constitution which declares 
that “all men have certain inalienabiec 
rights, among which are those of en- 
joying and defending life and libe-ty, 
acquiring, possessing and protectiug 
property.” 

Second. The provision in question 
is special legislation, inasmuch as it is 
not of uniform operation; under it 
— do not stand equal before the 

w 


Third. The provision in question is 
void because it seeks to deprive the 
Superior Court of a judicial preroga- 
tive conferred upon it by the Constitu- 
tion. The Constitution provides that 
“tne Superior Court shall have juris- 
diction of all cases in equity.” If the 
Legislature can deprive a court of 
equity of the right to issue an injunc- 
tion in a case like this then it could 
deprive it of the right to issue an in- 
junction in any case; it could abso- 
lutely divest the court of what is end 
always hs been one of its most potent 
remedies, thus nullifying its powers 
and making impotent its decrees. 

It is undoubtedly true that the Leg- 
islature; as was held in these casus, 
may alter, or regulate, remedies and 
procedure, legal or equitable, but it 
cannot destroy a substantive remedy 
nor can it defeat the enforcement of a 
constitutional right by depriving the 
injured party of the only remedy that 
the law can award for its violation. 
This case is manifestly one of equitable 
cognizance, for the reasons already 
stated; and, in 24th Cal. 409, the Su- 
pren.e Court declared that that, “in 
matters of equitable cognizance powers 
granted by the Constitution, cannot be 
taken away by legal enactment.” 

For each and all of the reasons 
hereinbefore stated, I am of the opin- 
ion that in so far as the legislative act 
in question attempts to deprive a court 
of equity of the power to issue injunc- 
tions in cases of this characte, it is 
unconstitutional end void. 

The defendants herein rely entirely 
upon the constitutionality of the legis- 
lative provision in question. As I can- 
not sustain their contention in that 
regard, it followe that, in consonance 
with the views herein expressed, a de- 
cree should be entered in favor of 

laintif® as prayed for. It is accord- 

ly adjudged that plaintiff is entiwued 
to a final decree of injunction 
the remaining defendants, in substan- 
tial accord with the restraining order 
previously granted herein and counsel 
will prepare a decree accordingly. 


DEFEAT OF BENHAM. 


Means Loss of the Congressiona! 
Nomination.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—There 
is a story going the rounds anent the 
defeat of George Benham for reélection 
as president of the Labor Council, 
which but bears out what was said 
about six months ago regarding the 
honesty of the head of the big labor or- 
ganization. It was told openly and 
never denied that Benham hed ac- 
cepted the sum of $500 from the stable 
owners to have the strike of the stable- 
men and hackmen called off. It was 
openly charged that Benham took the 
$500 and said he could easily fix i. It 
was also charged that Benham gave 
$75 toa member of the executive board 
of the Stablemen’s Union and secured 
his ald in calling off the strike. The 
plan would have succeeded had it not 
been learned that Benham was charg- 
ing $426 for his share of the transac- 


tion. { 

Neither Benham hor his friends 
denied the truth of the charges, and a 
campaign of greatest bitterness re- 
sulted in the council. Benham was re- 
feated by but one vote, which indicates 
that a little thing like grafting does 
not militate against a man who wants 
office in a labor organization. Benham 
and his friends worked hard, and 
brought into play all the friendship 
that could be given him by Mayor 
Schmitz and Abe Ruef. It was under- 


in being reélected president of the 
Labor Council, he would be given the 
nomination for Cohgressman in place 
of Livernash, by Schmitz and Ruef, but 
now that he has been thrown out, and 
the story of his connection with the 
stablemen’s strike is unsavory, Ben- 
ham's political aspirations have gone 
glimmering. 

Benham is a politician, and his whole 
plan while president of the Labor 
Council has been to strengthen himself 
politically so that he could do as so 
many labor leaders of San Francisco 
have done, fall into an easy political job 
when his time as leader should have 
expired. But Benham rather overdid 
the thing in his efforts to gain no- 
toriety, and he has a host of bitter foes 
within the Labor Union party who 
swear that if he be nominated for any 
office they will combine with the most 
likely opposition candidate and defeat

with the murder of John Kneebone, 
shot in broad daylight by forty fede- 
ration miners. armed with rifles and 
shotguns. Superintendent Neil, Fore- 
men Crumer, Frank Higgins and 
Charles West, non-union men, forced to 
leave the country under threat of 
death. Ten days later, attempt to dy- 
namite. 

Bunker Hill power-honuse; at inter- 
vals of years hundreds of men at dif- 
ferent times beaten, marched out of 
camp at point of guns; March 10, 
1896, second attempt to blow up Bun- 
ker Hill: bushwhacking continued, 
men advised by Boyce to form rie 
clubs and five days later the federa- 
tion took foreible possession of State 
armory at Mullen, captured forty-six 
rifles and 10,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion; non-union men working in the 
mines constantly attacked and beaten; 
December 27, 1897, F. D. White, non- 
union foreman Helena-Frisco mill, 
murdered; April 29, 1899, 1000 federa- 
tion men, armed, took possession of a 
train and went to Warden, drove off 
all non-union workmen, placed 3000 
pounds of dynamite under the Bunker 
Hill-Sullivan mill and completefy 
wrecked the $250,000 plant; captured 
‘non-union men and beat them up; or- 
dered them to run and fired into them 
as they did so, killing two. Only ex- 
cuse was that the mine to 
employ non-union men who were non- 
union for the sole reason that they 
would not join the federation. In 
their papers the federation boasted 
of the work. There was no attempt 
to deny having done it—they gloried 
in it as a triumph for the federation. 
The Idaho State troops being in the 
Philippines, the Governor called on 
the Federal government for troops to 
protect property. Under that protec- 
tion the non-union miners and the 
mine owners strengthened themselves 
against assault, the federation was 
stamped out and has never since been 
permitted to gain a foothold in Idaho. 
ARMED REBELLION. 

In 1894 there was armed rebellion 
against the county authority at Cripple 
‘Creek. A fort was built by strikers to 
defy the Sheriff and deputies who were 
seeking to arrest lawbreakers. The 
then Governor of the State was pliant 
to the federation; he interposed State 
troops between the strikers and 
county authorities and after a long 
warfare a compromise was arrived at. 
The mines were to be run on an 
“open shop” principle, without dis- 
crimination between union and non- 
union men; the wages fixed at $3 for 
eight hours for the miners. Many 
non-union men were beaten up and 
the Strong mine dynamited by the 
federation men. 

On September 15, 1896, an army of 
federation men attacked a mine in 
Leadville, set it on fire and when 
Jerry O'Keefe, a city fireman, was at- 
taching a hose to the plug to stop tne 
fire he was shot in the back and 
killed by strikers. Every mine in 
camp had to be surrounded by 4a 
stockade and guarded for months by 
the militia that had been sent in by 
the then Governor of the State. Sol- 
diers were fired on from ambush. At- 
tempts were made to drive them off. 
It cost the State $250,000, but in the 
end the right of the men who would 
not join the federation to work was 
confirmed them, and the federation 
driven from the camp. 

WAR AGAINST. 

In July, 1901, the federation opened 
war against the non-union men in 
Telluride, Colo., with the election. of 
Vincent St. John to the presidency of 
the union. St. John is now a fugi- 
tive from justice on a murder charge. 
He made an ideal strike leader from 
the federation standpoint. On July 
3, 26v federation miners, armed with 
rifles, shotguns and revolvers, took 


of the Smuggler-Union. 
night shift came off and the morning 
shift was about to go on, a fusilade 
of shots was fired into the buildings. 
Two men were killed. 

The buildings were riddled with bul- 
lets, and a large number killed and 
wounded was only avoided by the ac- 


tion of the intended victims in 


promptly seeking shelter. 

These helpless and unarmed men to 
the number of eighty-three were sur- 
rounded and subjected to the most in- 
famous abuse. While covered with 
rifles they were kicked and cuffed 
and beaten, and in some cases their 
clothing was torn from their backs. 
Many of them were forced to take off 
their shoes and stockings and throw 
them away. They were then lined up 
and forced to march up over the rug- 
ged mountain and away from the dis- 
trict. 

This band of howling, cursing, 
blood-thirsty flends followed closely 
benind their captives, occasionally 
shooting into the crowd or kicking 
and beating footsore stragglers. The 
trail to the summit was red with 
blood of American workmen, who 
were being bruised, beaten and tor- 
tured by the Western Federation of 
Miners, for the crime of earning their 
daily bread by honest toil, without the 
consent of that organization. 

DELIBERATE MURDER. 

While toiling up the steep moun- 
tain trail under the direction of his 
inhuman captors, an old and re- 
spected citizen. of the San Juan, 
Thomas Ballard, was wantonly shot 
through both arms and crippled for 
life. Footsore, half naked and bleed- 
ing, this victim of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners reached Silverton 
(ufteen miles away) and was cared 
for by friends. 

At the mountain top, Edwin 
Thomas, a small man, was set upon 
and beaten into insensibility and left 
for dead by the federation riflemen. 
Reviving, he dragged himgelf over the 
sharp and precipitous rocks to an 
abandoned cabin, some distance away. 
During the night two federation 
miners came in and, denouncing him 
as a “scab,” gave him another terri- 
ble beating and drove him into the 
dark. He worked his way to Iron* 
ton, two miles distant, when he 
reached succor. 

This body of human wolves then 
returned to the mine, and took and 
held possession of it. 

Gov. Orman refused to send troops, 
as his representative had wired him 
that the strikers were in “peaceable 
possession” of the mine. Instead, he 
sent a radical Socialistic labor agita- 
vor, named Coates, then Lieutenant- 
Governor, and Murphy, a strike law- 
ver, with District

Theron Stevens, to investigate and 
patch up a peace. 
A settlement was reached without 
the ald of the Governor’s commission. 
and the contract method of work was 
abandoned. 
Having won the strike with the aid 
of nfurder and a supine Governor, the 
Western Federation men were em- 
boldened to continue their terrorism. 

Non-union men were waylaid, as- 
saulted and driven out of camp. 

THE CLIMAX. 

. Tne climax came to this reign of 
brutality and blood when on Novem- 
ber 19, 1902, Manager Arthur L. Col- 
Uns of the Smuggler-Union mine was 
killed by a shot fired through a win- 
dow while sitting at his fireside with 
his friends. When the grand jury in- 
acted St. John and others for this 
murder, Judge Theron Stevens 
quashed the indictments. New war- 
rants were sworn out, and St. John 
— been a fugitive from justice ever 
since. 

ahe Western Federation of Miners 
pretended to be  horror-stricken at 
these crimes, and, high-sounding de- 
nunciation of crime came from head- 
quarters, and. yet it was discovered 
that 250 rifles and 50,000 cartridges 
were ordered by the union on union 
letterhead and paid for by a draft 
signed by the president, St. John, who 
was conducting the strike under the 
direction of the Western Federation 
officers. 

June 23, 1901, J. W. Barney was 
murdered; October 10, John Mahoney 
was murdered by federationists be- 
cause of their non-union attitudes. 

After Peabody was elected Governor 
of Colorado to succeed the one who 
would not send troops when “the mine 
was in the peaceful possession of the 
strikers,” the Telluride situation was 
one of anarchy with tne federation 
ruling the county. Troops were sent 
in and order restored after months uf

AT IDAHO SPRINGS. 
At Idaho Springs, Colo., on July 28. 
, while a strike was in progress a 
keg of powder with a lighted fuse at- 
tached was being rolled down the hill 
to wreck the power plant of the Sun 
and Moon mine. The watchmen saw 
men in the bushes up the hill up to 
some deviltry; he fired. The keg of 
powder completed its work but when 
an investigation of the bushes followed 
the man who had perpetrated tine 
crime—Philip Fire—was found dead. 
He had his federation card in his 
pocket. 

The list of crimes committed in 
Cripple Creék is too long to be par- 
ticularized. In 1901 te federation be- 
gan a campaign to compel non-union 
men to join the organization. The 
union and non- union had worked 
alongside in the mines for six years 
and the union had used every argument 
at their command to induce the non- 
union to join. -Non-union and union 
were about equally divided. Falling 
with arguments, they resorted to the 
old tactics of intimidation. On Au- 
gust 6, this notice was posted through- 
out the district and signed by the 


and after Sept. 15, 1901, anyone work- 
ing in or around the mines, milla or 
power plants of the Cripple Creex dis- 
trict, who cannot show a card of mem- 
bership in good standing of some local 
union of the Western Federation of 
Miners, will be considered a scab and

ERA OF LAWLESSNESS. 

Then began one era of lawlessness. 
Non-union men were taken from their 
men and 


thrown down a 500-foot shaft. Another 
died from injuries. The sheriff was a 
member of the federation; there were 
no arrests. For three years at integ- 
vals this lawlessness was kept up. Still 
the non-union men adhered to their in- 
dependence and refused to affiliate with 
such a body. Failing to secure their 
memberships through either appeal or 
intimidation, the federation took a 
new point of attack—the mine owners. 
On a filmsy excuse which the leaders 
themselves confessed was only an ex- 
cuse, the real object being the complete 
unionizing of the camp, a strike was 
called on August 10, 1903. In the three 
years the federation had been prepar- 
ing for this it had filled nearly every 
civil office in the county. It had 
bought hundreds of rifles, and 250,000 
rounds of ammunition. The dwelling 
of every strike leader had become an 
arsenal. In the Victor union hall 
alone—there were five in the county— 
was, at end of the war found thirty-five 
rifles, seven riot shotguns, and thirty- 
nine revolvers with immense quantities 
of ammunition. The dynamiting out- 
rages were to be numbered by dozens, 
the assaults upon non-union men by 
the hundreds. Such defiance of law 
has never been recorded against any 
band of anarchists in the world’s his- 
tory. Russia liolds no parallel. 
Troops were necessary, to protect the 
non-union men and preserve property. 
The non-union still insisted on their 
right to work where and for whom 
they pleased. The civil authorities 
would give them no protection; they 
were being beaten and threatened 
dail; the officers of the law said it 
served them right—they should join 
the union. 

Until June 9, when by a federation 
plot thirteen men were murdered and 
seven maimed for life, the federation 
and civil authorities maintained an 
armed rebellion against the non-union 
workmen, the mine owners and the 
State authority. That act of ferocity 
turned the tide, awoke to a realization 
of their duty the people who had long 
remained neutral and threw them to 
the side of the law and order and deter- 
mined them to stamp out the federa- 
tion from the county, root and branch. 

With the Governor, the mine owners, 
the militia aud the non-union men, 
the people were not fighting unionism, 
they were fighting a lawless body that, 
in the name of unionism, had been fost- 
ering anarchy and the socialism 
which its leaders openly support and 
promulgate. They were not overriding 
law but demanding a law before whicn 
all would be equal. They did their 
work and stamped out tne federation 
as ruthlessly as they would a den of 
snakes that menaced their safety. They 
believe in unionism, but not in anar- 
chy; they believe in law and gove-n- 
ment for all.

College Educations for Congress. 


I here asked the Speaker as to what he thought of the 
benefits of a college education. He replied: 

dave regretted that I was not able to go to college 
The lack of such an education made it so that I have had 
to do my life work with dull tools. Education sharpens 
the intellectual faculties, and the man who possesses i‘ 
works more surely and safely. I have for years been 
on the Appropriation Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and have signed conference reports appropri- 
ating more than one billion dollars. I have had my say 
as to the contents of these reports, but I would not have 
attempted the writing of one for a fortune. Why? Bo- 
cause the reports are written in a hurry, and the mis- 
placing of a single comma might have cost the naiion 
millions of dollars and brought me everlasting disgrace.” 


Schools That Make Men. 


“But schools like yours have their advantages over the 
colleges, Mr. Speaker,” said I. “It is such schools that 
make men.“ 

“That may be true,” was the reply. “There are 
greater disadvantages than having to work one's way 
through life. Such work brings out the man and hard- 
ens his character. Those who are doing things in the 
world today, are largely men schooled as I was. They 
come from the middle walks of life. They have had to 
fight their way upward, and through fighting they grew. 
-I learned much in that country store. It taught mie ex- 
actitude, industry and the value of the nickel. Only the 
fewest people ever learn that twenty nickels make 4 
dollar. In that store the accounts had to be exact. I 
remember we sold a calico dress for a dollar and it then 
took just eight yards to make a dress. We measured it 
off with the yard stick—just eight yards, not a quarter 
of an inch more, not a quarter of an inch less. Eight 
pounds of coffee were sold for a dollar, and I learned to 
measure out just eight pounds. I think we put the pa- 
per on the scales first. Another common article we sold 
was tobacco which cost 40 cents a plug, but which was 
usually sold in 5-cent cuts. I learned to cut a plug in 
eighths and to put the other seven-eights away in a 
glass jar for fuiure customers. All this taught me to 
be exact.” 


Cannon's First Five Hundred Dollars. 


“Tt must have taught you to be economical as well?” 

“Economical!” exclaimed Mr. Cannon! “Ye gods! 
how economical I was then! A nickel looked bigger 
than a double gold eagle does now, and I am not extrav- 
agant today. I wanted to study law and get ahead, and 
I saved every cent. How closely I saved you may know 
when I tell you that for that five years I received $1000 
in wages, an average of $4 a week, and I saved just half 
of that. The result was that I had $500 when I stopped 
clerking. I lived upon that while I studied law. 

“That saving taught me the uses and value of 
money,” continued Mr. Cannon. “It gave me habits 
which enabled me to pay the debts incurred in the dul 
season of my law study and early practice. It caused me 
to invest my surplus thereafter, with the result that 
when I went to Congress I had what was then consid- 
ered a good income outside my salary.” 

“Could you not live upon your salary while in Con- 
gress?" I asked. | 

“I have not dome so,” was the reply. “I have lived 
well, although not extravagantly. My expenses have 
been about twice @s much as the amount received from 
the government. Nevertheless those investments made 
in the days of my law practice, owing to the rise in 
farm lands and cther things, have made it so that ! 
could now leave public life and be comfortably off. I 
don’t mean that I would be a rich man in the present 
sense of the word, but I would have enough for all my 
needs.” 
The Prime of Life at Sixty-eight. 


“You are too young a man, Mr. Speaker, to think of 
You seem to be in your prime.” 

“Tf a man is as old as he feels,” said Mr. Cannon, “T 

am still in my prime. I am 68, but I have never feit 


better, physically or mentally. I work more easily and 


can handle men better than in the past. How long this 
will last I do not know, but there are many men in pub- 
lic life older than I who are still doing good work. Sen- 
ators Frye and Proctor are 73; Cullom, the chairman of 
the foreign relations committee of the Senate, is 74, 
while Allison and Hoar are each 75. All these men are 
more efficient than they have ever been. The length of 
a man’s working life is largely a matter of : 
constitution. Some are older at 30 than others are at 
60. It the Lord should give me threescore or even four- 
score years of working life I shall be glad. I should like 
to remain upon this earth as long as I can be useful to 
myself and my fellows, and no longer. When I begin to 
fail I want to retire. I don't want to cumber the 
ground.“ 

Uncle Sam and His Hemisphere. 


The conversation here turned to public questions, and 
I asked Speaker Cannon his Opinion ag to the future of 
the United States. He teplied: * 

“The future of this country is the future of the world’s 
civilization. This is the great breeding ground for the 
best of the human race. It is the source of that element 
which does things, controls things, creates things. We 
have eighty million’ people now. Within another hun- 
dred years we shall have 300,000,000, and will havs 


spread beyond our borders on the north and south. By | 


the close of this century we Americans will dominate 
this continent and this hemisphere. We will have 
passed beyond Mexico, Central America and the Isthmus 
of Panama, and will have inclosed all South America in 
the grasp of our influence. 


“By this I do not mean that we will undertake the 
political government of the South American republics. 
I do not mean that we will hold them as we now hold 
our colonies, mor even as Cuba, which is to some extenf 
a dependency t ours. But I do mean that Americas 
capital and Americans will have so settled themselves in 
our sister continent that the day of revolutions and non- 
progress will have passed away. In the Monroe doctrine 
we have established the fact that no European powet 
shall ever acquire any new territory in South America 
That doctrine will always prevail. There may be Euro- 


pean immigration, but those Europeans who go to South — 


America must gecome South Americans, and this, with 
the great overflow of our people to that country, meant 
that they will become a part of the world dominated by 
our ideas and the spirit of our civilization.” 


The Canada of the Future. 


“How about Canada, Mr. Speaker?“ 4 

“Canada is already almost part of the United States 
It may remain still tied to England in a nominal way, 
but as time goes on it will become American in sympa 
thy and more and more American in population and in- 
dustry. Canada is one of the growing countries of this 
time. I look for an enormous emigration there from the 
United States.

“Not long,” replied Mr. Cannon. “It is an old say- 
ing that it is just three generations from shirt sleeves 
to shirt sleeves. It is impossible to tie up fortunes so 
that they will remain long in the hands of one's de- 
ecendants. You may remember the case of old Thelus- 
son, who died about 200 years ago. That man was enor- 
mously rich for his day, and he willed his fortune so 
that it should be kept intact, and invested and rein- 
vested for generations, and at the end divided among 
his heirs. His will was contested again and again, but 
‘in vain. The result of it was that the English Parlia- 
ment made a law that no man could dispose of his 
property for longer than the lives of his descendants 
in being, and for twenty-one years thereafter. 
law has been adopted by nearly every other countrys. 
It is a part of the laws of every one of our States. 


Taxes for the Rich. 


“Such things, however, are, after all, in the hands of 
the people,“ continued the Speaker. “It is they who 
make the laws regulating the accumulation and contin- 
uance of wealth. In many of our States there are now 
inheritance taxes graded according to the size of the 
estates of the deceased. There may be no tax at all 
on the first $20,000, 1 per cent. on the 
second $20,000, 2 per cent. on the third, and 23 on the 
next, 4 on the next, and 5 per cent. on all of the es- 
tate above $100,000.

it has doubled within, the past ten years. We are also 
doing more in the work of human progress than any 
other nation on earth, and, whether willingly or not, 
as we ourselves are concerned, our sphere is constantly 
widening.

The conversation here turned to the Presidential race, 
and I asked Mr. Cannon if he thought the Republicans 
would have a “walk-over.” : . 

“There are no ‘walk-overs’ in our Presidential con- 
tests,” said the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives. “Parties are too evenly divided. Indeed, a change 
of 2 per cent. in the vote will almost always throw 
the election to one party or the other. I think that the 
Republicans will win both the Presidency and the 
House of Representatives, but they will not do it on 
the walk. They will have to fight steadily from now 
until the election. The Democrats have a permanent 
asset in the solid South, and this gives them the odds 
at the start.” 

“Why would you not consent to be-a candidate for 
the Vice-Presidential nomination, Mr. Cannon?” I 
asked. 

“Why should I wish to be?“ replied the Speaker. “I 
Bm a member of the House of Representatives, and in 
my opinion the weakest and least efficient member of 
that body has a more desirable place than has the Vice- 
President of the United States. 

“The Representative can do two things; he can vote 
and have an effect on legislation. The Vice-President is 
merely a figurehead, whose possibilities are all in the 
dread future of the death of the President.

“Do you like the place?’ 

“Yes. I feel honored by the confidence expressed by 
electing me to it.” 

“But does it not worry you? The pressure of public 
business must be enormous.“ 

“Yes, there is plenty to do,” replied the Speaker, 
“but I have always been a busy man, and I think I was 
more busy at the head of the Appropriations Committee 
than I am now as Speaker. As to worry, I do not worry 
about anything. What is the use of that? I do the 
thing that is before me as well as I can, and then take 
up what comes next.”

“I should like to ask you, Mr. Speaker, if you have 


any ambition to go higher. Would you not be glad to 
be President of the United States?“ 


Cannon. “Of course I should be glad to be President if 
the people wanted me and thought me fit for the elec- 
tion. There is no American capable of filling that place 
who would not be glad to have it. The President of our 
people ranks higher in my mind than any monarch 
who sits a throne, and as things go today he has more 
power than any ruler on earth. Anyone would be glad 
to be President!

I thank God that the Presidential bee 
has never hummed about my head. Its poisonous sting 
has never innoculated my veins, and I hope it never will. 
I have known many politicians who have been so 
stung.

His ambition is to gain a prominent position in 
the government service, if possible, or to gain a promf- 
nent place in the army. This ambition is not a selfish 
one, because in most cases the gentleman of birtb is 
sufficiently blessed with wealth not to be attracted by 
the paltry honorarium of a government official.

Tolstoi was too small a figure to disturb the 
equilibrium between Alexander the Kind and the Bal- 
tie aristocracy, therefore the weactionary tendencies of 
the new Czar struck the Germans like a flash of light- 
ning from a clear sky. For a short time their suprem- 
acy seemed to have reached an end. The Von Arnolds 
sold their estates and moved to Sweden, some of the 
Barons Pillar von Pilchan emigrated to Germany, some 
Barons Ungarn Sternberg established great cattle ranges 
in Brazil, all the Counts Clapier de Cologne scattered 
over the face of the.earth; still, the majority remained 
to fight a silent, stubborn fight for their rights “Von 
Gottes Gnaden.” 

Whether God did it, I do not know. Anyway, what- 
ever means He used, they were immensely expensive, but 
the Baltic aristocracy did not mind it at all. The “Rit- 
terschule was declared a private institution and thus 
the aristocracy was saved. By special ukase a great 
many of the nobles’ rights and privileges were curtailed, 
but the intellectual supremacy of the Baltic barons tn 
Russia was not broken, because its original foundation, 
the exclusively German education of the coming gener- 
ation, had not been undermined. Even the changing of 
the German university in Dorpat into a Russian institu- 
tion amounted practically only to a change of language 
in the delivery of the lectures. The students’ corps, an 
almost Masonic fraternity, held together stronger than 
ever, and the fight against pan-Slavism was kept up 
with the same vigor, only with more cunning and more 

The greatest danger for the Baltic protectors of abso- 
lutism lies in the weakness of the present Czar. He be- 
ing entirely in the hands of his uncle, Grand Duke Viad- 
imir, may be forced to give a constitution to Russia, ex- 
cluding Poland, Finland and the Baltic provinces, and 
making them merely imperial domains. This would be 
the death blow to the power of the Baitic provisional 
aristocracy. | | 

Only a Czar like Alexander II could have given a con- 
stitution to the whole of Russia. Alexander III was too 
brutal to ever consent to diminish his own power, and 
Nicolas II is a swaying reed and must bend whichever 
way the wind blows. | 

As long as Von Plehve remained in power, there was 
little chance for a constitution. Although a traitor to 
his German extraction and his native land, he was in- 
stinctively an absolutist, and should Nicholas II have 
been forced through the unfortunate outcome of the war 
‘o give Russia a constitution; the Baltic provinces would 
have been included, because Von Plehve was too clever 
to cut his own throat. 

Quite a different condition prevails now, when Ignat- 


whose miserable misrepresentations caused the Russo- 
Turkish War, Whose ultra pan-Slavism and barbaric bru- 
tality were too much for even Alexander III, who re- 
lieved him from active service in 1882. :

With all their faults the Baltie barons are silent, but 
ardent fighters for the welfare of Russia. They do not 
publish in German, French and English papers sensa- 
tional rot as Count Tolstoi does; they do not waste their 
time to give Mr. Bryan interviews for the benefit of the 
Commoner; they are not a sickening mixture of reacfion 
and progress; they are not human beings with the mon- 
key tail curled under their coats. They are silent, grave, 
determined men of action, and that is why they are but 
little known and receive no credit.

OLD HOUSES OF MEXICO. 


Historic BUILDINGS RAPIDLY DISAPPEARINE 
BeroreE MARCH OF PROGRESS. 


[Mexican Herald:] Mexico is probably one of the 
most picturesque cities of Latin America. If it does nof 
have the size and modern magnificence of Buenos Aytret 
it is far older. The city contains a wealth of old archie 
tecture, but, like all big cities in a transition state, var 
dalism is doing all it can to destroy the arcient rom 
tie atmosphere of the Spanish colonial buildings. In t 
last five years frightful gaps have been made in the lina 
of old houses; the refronting of so many of the colonia 


-mansions entirely destroying the picturesque vista of © 


the streets. . 
It is not sufficient to see many of the ola houses trom 


the outside. The massive doors do not reveal the beau- 


tiful interior patios. One of the best samples of old 
colonial architecture that visitors can see without mo- 
lesting the inhabitants is the Wells-Fargo building sii- 
uated on Manrique street. This building is magnificent 
and in splendid condition. 

Another fine specimen of the old colontal archilec ure 
is situated in front of the Hotel Humboldt in Jesua 
Nazareno street. This house contains a magnificent coat 
of arms that would rejoice the heart vf a book pla‘e 
collector. Search the city through, it would be difficult 
to find its equal. San Agustin street contains the house 


where the great Baron Humboldt lived, and it is marked 


by an inscription. Here the great scientist resided for 
some years while making many of his observations re- 
garding the republic. The house is not pretentious, but 
it is regarded very affectionately by the Mexicans who 
reverence everything in connection with Baron Hum- 
boldt. 


The house, now occupied by the cigarette factory, sit~ 
uated in the street known as Puente Alvardo, has a re- 
markable history. The house is easy to find, as it 
stands back in a semicircle. At the time of the inter- 
vention when Maximilian arrived it was handed over 
to Marshal Bazaine, and probably Maximilian stopped 
here for a considerable period. After the death of 
Maximilian in 1866 it was closed for a period of thirty- 
three years; entrance was rigidly forbidden, and not 
until 1899 were the windows thrown open and the few 
last remaining relics of the intervention, scattered 
among the antiquity dealers. 

No visitor should omit paying a visit to the college 
of Viscayianas. It is not easy to find, but once found it 
will repay the antiquarian for the trouble he has taken 
to find it. It was founded in the eighteenth century by 
some old Spanish colonists from the Biscay district. It 
is a very long building, in red brick of no great height, 
but has a solemn air, probably heightened by the deeg 
red of the old bricks. 

In quite another direction is the Casa de los Masca+ 
rones, the Jesuit college. The college is called the Mas- 
carones because of the magnificent carved front, and ia 
probably one of the oldest buildings in Mexico. The 
Jesuit Fathers are always very polite, and pleased to let 
strangers see the grand patio, which, however, is mod- 
ernized. The most striking building in San Francisco 
street is the Jockey Club, known in old times as the 


| Casa de Azulejos. The blue tile or mosaic is a rarity 


in architecture, and it would probably be hard to find 
anything like it in Europe. The patio is magnificent. 

If the visitor is very enthusiastic he may perhaps care 
to penetrate the district of San Pablo and view what re- 
mains of the old house known as La Casa de Los Ju- 
dios, or the Jews’ house. It is a house with a curious 
history. 

The old streets around the cathedral are very pictur- 
esque, and some of the streets have remained practi- 
cally unchanged since the colonial period. The Calle 
Moneda or Mint street contains many fine old houses of 
the red brick style of the colonial period. The great 


Benito Juarez died in a house in this street. The Acad- 


emy of Arts which is close by is a fine example of the 
old classic architecture of the city. 

The city is full of old convents, many of them in ruing 
that remind those who have visited the art galleries of 
Brussels and Antwerp of the pictures of Wouvermans, 
One very striking example is in Mina street, and is now 


a yard for shoeing horses and for doing blacksmith — 


work. There is a curious ghost story connected with 
this venerable building, that makes the ancient pile 


more interesting. Don Manuel street contains sgme old 


houses, and here the famous murderer is, supposed to 
have committed many of his crimes. 


In the outskirts of the city, the visiter should not fall 
to visit the museum formed by the old bullfighter on 
the banks of the Viga Canal at Jamaica. Here an old 
bullfighter of a benevolent disposition collected antiqui- 


ties from all parts of Mexico, some of which are now ot 


priceless value. Visitors are asked to give a trifle to- 
ward sustaining the museum, and the school for which 
the old bullfighter left a certain sum. It is for the ed- 
ucation of poor children. | : 

The Plaza Santa Domingo is one of the most pictur- 
esque in the city and contains a genuine portale or cov- 
ered-in etreet, that might be a page from Don Quijote. 
The houses in this neighborhood are very picturesque.

They 
run into pale yellows, pale as cream, to yellows deep as 
burnished gold. The most delicate rose pinks are here 
that put to shame the blush on the cheek of the sweet- 
est sixteen. And then deepen to tan, maroon, browns, 
and browns as dark as all Japan’s army in one mass. 
Flanked by cream yellows, chrome, rose pink, maroon 
and streaks of blue and green, rises a great crag of In- 
dian red, as if the blood of the first murder had stained 
it for all eternity, and stooping figures, clad in ghostly 
white, bend over it as if to do expiation for Cain's 
After absorbing all one’s mind is capable of, all this 
grandeur and glory one feels, as never before, the full 
truth of Bryant's lines:

TOADS VALUABLE.

Many gardeners give‘ their children a cent 
apiece for every cutworm destroyed, considering this a 
low estimate of the damage caused by these insects. 
From May 1 to August 1, a toad may destroy 2160 cut- 
worms, which it would cost $21.60 to destroy by hand. 
English gardeners are said to pay as much as $25 per 
hundred for toads for colonizing purposes.—[Country 
Life in America.

GENERAL IMPROVEMENT. 


THINGS GROWING BETTER ALL ALONG 
THE LINE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HERE is doubtless no country in which Americans 

have a greater interest than Cuba, because we 

started this little island in business for itself. We 
have almost a paternal solicitude in its welfare, because, 
without our instrumentation, .its present era of inde- 
pendence would have been impossible. The political life 
of Cuba may be reckoned by three periods, namely: the 
Colonial, the American occupation, and the present re- 
public. A review of conditions, as revealed by the vital 
statistics, offers much that is interesting. 


That the health of the people of the island continues 
to improve, is cause for much congratulation. In the 
city of Havana the death rate is now fifteen to the thou- 
sand, which is a most excellent showing when it is con- 
sidered that in 1880, under the old regime, the mortal- 
ity was forty to the thousand. “In 1880 over 1100 people 
died in Havana from yellow fever and smallpox, while 
last year there was not a single death during the twelve 
months from either disease. It was rumored that San- 
tiago was in a bad sanitary condition, but this is the 
one city of the island where all the streets are well 
drained, and paved with asphalt. All thoroughfares 
have an abrupt incline toward the sea, hence the tropi- 
cal rains help to prevent unsanitary accumulation, if 
nothing else were done. The continued crusade, which 
was inaugurated in Cuba by the Americans, makes the 
outlook for Panama seem hopeful. 


School Work in Cuba. 


— * 

There does not seem to be any great increase in the 
echool system; it is practically where the Americans left 
it. Gen. Wood provided for about 25 per cent. of the 
public revenues to be appropriated for public instruc- 
tion, which was something like $4,000,000 annually. The 
latest reports show that about 24 per cent of the reve- 
nues are being utilized for educational purposes, and 
that 80 per cent. of this is for the primary and grammar 
schools. There was not a Spanish stenographer or type- 
writer on the island when the Americans took posses- 
sion, but now there are numbers of both sexes. Several 
classes of shorthand and typewriting have recently 
graduated from the schools. ; 
_ Expert telegraph operators are also being turndd out 
by the schools. The telegraph lines of the republic be- 
long to the government. There are ninety-one stations 
connecting the six provinces. Last year about 300,000 
messages were sent over the lines at an average price of 


43 cents per telegram. Cuba now has telegraphic com- 


munication with the United States, Mexico, Central and 
South America, and the Antilles, 

The law passed in January of this year, authorizing 
the President to dispose of the public forests, has caused 
considerable activity among the lumbermen. There are 
millions of acres of wooded lands in Cuba, most of which 
are unexplored forests, containing building timber of all 
kinds, as well as that used for tanning, rope making, 
resin, etc., also indigenous fruit trees that produce seeds 


from which on is manufactured. A portion of these | 


lands has been rented and the forests exploited. The 
lessees are taking out mahogany, cedar, fire wood, char- 
coal, etc. The value of Cuban timber may be better un- 


derstood when it is stated that in remodeling an old 


prison in Havana, some door and window frames were 
removed which had been put in something over 300 
years ago, yet which were as sound as when first cut. 


Growth of Fruit Industries. 


The fruit industry is growing in importance. There 
is a fortune in the culture of pineapples. Some few of 
the sugar planters, pending the revival of the sugar in- 
dustry, have turned their attention to this luscious fruit. 
Over 100,000 plants can be set in a single acre. When 
the gr -wth is established, cultivation is unnecessary, be- 
Cause „ spiny points monopolize the ground to the 
exclaa:ca o weeds, and animals can no more commit 
depredations than in a cactug field. Ninety per cent. of 
the plants will bear in twelve to eighteen months, and 
as a rule five crops are cut from one planting. I was 
told by several dealers that there is never a glut in the 
market for pineapples, the demand always exceeding tbe 
supply. 

The orange crop in Cuba this year may reach 500,000 
boxes. The Cuban orange never has an acid taste, and 


its flavor is unusually fine. Grapes raised on the island 


are of a very excellent quality. Truck farming is be- 
coming an established industry. Last*spring the early 
strawberries from Cuba found a ready sale in the New 
York market. Many new peach and apricot orchards 
are being planted. 

There seems nothing to add about tobacco except that 


great success has attended the use of cheese cloth nets to 


protect the growing plants from the attacks of insects, 


as well as to preserve the moisture. Two well-known

SPLENDIDLY EQUIPPED SCHOOL OF 
THE GOVERNMENT.

ND now, throughout the world, there rises an out- 
cry in behalf of forestry. After hewing and hack- 
ing the great trees, despoiling in an hour the co- 
lossal growth of generations, man suddenly discovers 
that the stalwart trees are friends worth having. 

Much is said of the Italians’ mania for devastation; 
that he has persistently depleted the forests. The fable 
goes that Englishmen have offered the money value of 
the timber in these grand old trees if they might stan‘, 
but they were ruthlessly cut down and sold in walking 
sticks! Looking up and around to ‘the, wilderness of 
primeval forest as it stands today on the heights of Val- 
lombrosa, the atranger cannot realize the slaughter. 
The woodland has been driven further up the mountain. 
These wide meadows and spreading valleys were once 
dense thicket, where now stand villas and mountain 
hotels, relieved by groves and shady paths. Above, the 
woods prevail, somber, dense and dark. There is evi- 
dent no lack of forest growth. Pines, cedars, firs, climb 
the slopes. Beeches, oaks, elms, are on the hillside. 
The growth of over a century is thick about us. Tall, 
stately masts, which fierce winds cannot bend, tower 
over a hundred feet towards the blue. Seldom does one 
see a twisted trunk, where the tree has been turned from 
its straight growth by some violent shock. Green moss 
and gray lichens enfold the trunks and catch the glint of 
the sun. The colossal giants are monuments to nature's 


; 


quiet, ceaseless power. 


The Italian government is making every effort in be- 
half of forestry, and the best school in the country is lo- 
cated on these woody slopes. Since the expulsion, the 
corridors and cells which echoed to the footfall of the 
praying friars have received the boys who will devote 
their lives to planting and preserving the trees. At the 
entrance of the old monastery, we read today, “Reale 
Instituto Forestale.” About forty boys are in training, 
with a competent faculty of eight professors. In the 
rough winter they have vacation, bat during eight 
months, from March to November, the school is in ses- 
sion. The students must be seventeen years old, and if 
they cannot present a certificate from lyceum or tech- 
nical school, they must pass an examination in Italian, 
French, elements of geography and natural history, 
arithmetic and algebra, geometry. plane and solid, ele- 
ments of physics, and chemistry, organic and inorganic. 
Thus the young foresters have a broad foundation on 


which to build. The course is four years, and consists 


of the Italian language, choice and study of good books, 
with the aim of acquiring a good style. French and Ger- 
man for the reading of forestal scientific works, botany 
and zéology for knowledge of plant life. and the study 
of animals. birds and insects harmful or helpful to trees, 
chemistry, physics and mineralogy as they affect forest 
gfowth, mathematics, the science and art of forestry as 
including the culture and growth of the woods, forestry 
law and jurisprudence with clear understanding of prop- 
erty rights and disposition of forest material. 


Every department has its cabinet and laboratory, its 
instruments, apparatus and maps. The museum is 
stocked with the birds, insects and reptiles of the region; 
frogs appear in all stages. showing the development of 
the ova. Insect life is studied from the first aspect to 
the creature as it bores the bark or chews the leaf. The 
large herbarium contains the multitudinous plants and 
flowers of the ills. Microscopic sections of wood are 
made in the laboratory, and a comparative study of 
woods and bark includes samples from all lands; India, 
Australia, the remotest continents are well represented. 
The boys have a reference library of 5000 volumes. They 
have the best arboretum in Italy, and one of the firat 
in Europe, for the culture of plants foreign and native, 
their acclimatization, and the study of their resistance 
to cold. They have two large ponds for the study of 
aquatic plants, and huge rockeries for the study of Al- 

The boys are an orderly, mannerly lot of fellows, lead- 
ing a semi-military life, wearing the uniform of the 
Guardia Forestale, gray, with green trimmings and royal 
emblems, and they rise, retire and eat to the sound of 
the bugle, and include certain target practice in their ex- 
ercise. 

The refectory of the old monks is their dining-room, 
and each boy furnishes his own outfit, among which is 
noted monogrammed silver and embroidered linen. Be- 
side each plate is the inevitable wine flask, without 
which an Italian meal would be incomplete. The caona- 
tents are as harmless as they are plentiful. On the wall 
is the reading pulpit, where, in good days of piety, a 
brother read prayers to the fraternity, during the frugal 
meal. Today there is less piety and more progress. A 
prefect maintains propriety, sitting in solitary state at 
a head table. Perhaps he is sometimes absent—or ab- 


sent-minded. It would certainly seem that the military. 


boys have taken accurate aim With popgun or shotgun, 
at the religious paintings in the ceiling! Possibly the 
mutilation dates from Napoleonic days. lo sa? An 
American schoolboy would scorn the feeble gymnasium 
of the foresters. A group of iron dumb-bells, quite im- 
possible to lift, here and there a dingy bar, a few ropes 
and rings and dirty mattresses, are the equipment of the 
athlete, with no hint of our light and airy gyms, and 
horses, ladders, trapezes, every modern appliance which 
makes life a delight, and health a surety. Let the 
boys of the United States exult in their privileges, and 
rejoice that they march in the vanguard of progress, be- 
fore all nations. 

Every forest has its chief, with his corps of faithful 
men. Every province in Italy is well guarded from van- 
dals today. The graduates of the forestry school are 


posted through ‘he land as inspectors and subinspectors. 
A man may plant on his private woodland all the trees 
he chooses, but he cannot destroy a tree in those woods 
without a permesso from the inspector of the province. 
Vallombrosa’s chief is most intelligent and courteous. 
His pretty home, dropped in a glory of shrubs and ſtow- 
ers, tells the success of his work. 


Scholars are divided on the subject of forest growth. 
A recent pamphlet urges the felling of the trees every 
hundred years. This was the custom of the monks, to 
give the trees their century's growth, then cut them and 
start the young forest when the eartu gave a fresh im- 


‘pulse for new life. The monastic results were good 


enough for anybody, quite good enough for us, says the 
pamphieteer. Surely we cannot hope to see grander, 
stronger, healthier trees than clothe these mountain 
heights. Walking miles and miles, in all directions, we 
have the glorious sentinels to guard us. Upright, dig- 
nified, majestic they are. And what diversity in our 
rambles! Merging from the solemn sanctuaries of fir, 
we pass into luxuriant groves of lighter woods, oak, 
spruce, birch, beech, maple, whispering of the joy of 
life, rustling their leaves to scatter sunshine on our 
way. 3 

While lark and thrush and nightingale sing paeans of 
praise to the memory of the friars, let us of greater 
growth remember what we owe the order. Let no 
harsh, ungracious criticism fall upon the humble broth- 
ers, ere we think what they have given us. If we meas- 
ure the work of their hands, their heads, their hearts, 
by their magnificent legacy to mankind, in church, 
library, gallery, forest, we shall realize what vast pro- 
portion of the joy we find in Italy is due to the untiring © 
zeal, the unflagging industry, the limitless love of the 
brotherhood. The contempt of the ignorant should be- 
come reverence in the intelligent. With the wisdom of 
the forest birds, let us worthily join their chorus in an 
everlasting song of grateful love, to the memory of the 
blessed brotherhood passed away, the order that is no 
more, which made all this beauty possible. 


On the slope is the fountain where San Giovanni Gual- 
berto did daily penance in the bitter cold. It is marked 
8 arches and basins appreached by stone and rail- 
nt, about to make his cold plunge. Hard by is the 
tiniest chapel, which marked the limit for woman’s foot.

bishop’s mitre, the other carrying the cross and pasto- 
ral staff. The latter, somewhat in the form of a crutch, 
has given the wrong impression that the saint was lame. 
The side wall bears a fresco of San Gualberto descending 
to the cold waters. He has gathered up his petticoats, 
and proceeds, with timid air, to take the cold bath. The 
old chronicle quaintly says that he was wont to enter 
up to his heart! He would have felt better, we opine, if 
he had allowed the cold waters to dash over his head. 
Usually he was an extremist who did not struggle for 
the happy mean. Only through an iron grating one sees 
the interior, as the wee church is barred and neglected 

The fountain and its basins are overgrown with 
weeds. The entire place is unkempt and deserted. 
Toads and snakes and lizards revel in the high grass, 
and only the beautiful yellow broom glorifies the spot. 
Thee wise birds know the purity of the crystal streams 
which flow into the mossy basins. Stupid man fears and 
despises. “How can you, how dare you, drink it?’ cried © 
the croaker. And I gasped between delicious gurgles: 
“One need not touch the basin. It is better than any 
of your bottled acid stuff. God's nectar of the everlast- 
ing hills.“ ADAMS FISHER.

Eugene Sue, Ponson de Terrall and others used them 
freely, and a recent story from Paris shows that it was 
there that the elder Dumas found the inspiration of 
“The Count of Monte Cristo.“ The original of Edmond 
Dantes, according to this tale, was Francois Picaud, a 
journeyman cobbler, who in 1807 was betrothed to one 
Marguerite Vigourcux, who through Dumas's embellish- 
ments was transformed into the Mercedes of the ro- 
mance. Like Dantes, Picaud, on the eve of his mar- 
riage, was denounced as a spy by jealous rivals and 
thrown secretly into prison, where he remained for 
seven years. During his incareration he acted as ser- 
vant to a rich Milanese ecclesiastic. who suggested the 
Abbe Faria. churchman treated Picaud like a son, 
and dying in prison he bequeathed to him 7,000,000 
francs on deposit in the Bank of Amsterdam, and told 
him of a hiding place in Italy where diamonds to the 
value of 120,009 francs and 3,000,000 specie were con- 
cealed. |

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Whaling Again. 
THE REVIVAL OF AN OLD-TIME IN- 
DUSTRY IN CALIFORNIA, 


By a Special Contributor. 
OME’ old tifmble-down wharves in San Francisco 
harbor are being repaired; some long-empty ware- 
houses are being swept out and put in order. An 
old-time industry is being revived and preparations are 
being made for the reception and marketing of its prod- 
ucts. . 

From San Francisco, Monterey, Santa Barbara, San 
Pedro and San Diego are winging out to the open waters 
of the Western sea vessels which, combined, make a 
small fleet, going to make war upon the monsters of 
the deep. The whalers of the Pacific Coast have awak- 
ened and the cry of “There she blows” is again ringing 
across the waters. 

To the average person the mention of the whaling in- 
dustry brings to mind a picture of quaint old Nantucket, 
whose reputation as a whaling port is world-wide, and 
into whose bay, a few years ago, floated more oil and 
bone than entered any other port in the world. Her 
vessels sailed every sea upon the. globe and her tars en- 
compassed the death of whole schools of leviathans off 
this coast. 

Nantucket whalers, however, have not reigned su- 
preme in these western waters, for more than half a 
century ago a whaling staffon was established on this 
coast, ahd California seamen have since then competed 
with their eastern brethren. At Monterey, in 1852, was 


organized the first Pacific Coast whaling company, and | 


from that date to the present time whale fisheries has 
been one of the industries of the State. Other stations 


were established later at Halfmoon Bay, Pigeon Point, 


St. Simeon, San Pedro and San Diego. 

Although the industry has never, on this coast, as- 
sumed gigantic proportions, it has been profitable to the 
few concerns engaged in the business. 

The most profitable species of leviathans disappeared 
from these waters many years ago, but so recently as 
1887 the value, to the fishermen, of the catches off this 
coast was more than $200,000 in a single year. 

California has had a monopoly of the whaling busi- 
ness of the coast. The product of the whale fisheries for 
the entire coast, including Mexico and the British pos- 
sessions, for, the year 1887, was 61,000 pounds of bone, 
valued at $122,000, and 158,685 gallons of oll, valued at 
$80,150. All the bone and all but 5000 gallons of oil 
came from the California stations. . 

The whales of commerce indigenous to this coast are 
the humpback, finback, blackfish, right whale, sperm 
whale, sulphurbottom and California gray. The 
and the right whale were the most valuable of 
varieties. Of these species but three are now 


About the time that the lamentations of the naturalists 
over the annihilation of this noble species became audi- 
ble, the waters of the Pacific began to swarm with 
whales. Great schools of them swam into our bays, 
and here and there, along the coast, individual levia- 
thans grounded and were captured and killed. Vessels 
passing up and down the coast and, plying between the 
mainiand and adjacent islands, began meeting the mon- 
sters at nearly every trip. Then the old tars awoke and 
harpoons, lances, lines, floats, meat-hooks and knives, 
blubber kettles and other paraphernalia were hauled 
out of old sheds and store rooms and the whaler again 
sails the western sea in search of prey. 

The finback is the most profitable of the varieties of 
whales now found in these waters. His maximum 
length is 65 feet, and a full-grown specimen yields sev- 
enty-five barrels of oil and 300 pounds of bone. This 
whale is black, or a blackish-brown, upon his back and 
sides, and is usually found in schools of fifteen or twenty 
fish. 
The humpback attains a length of 50 feet, and a good 
specimen will yield forty barrels of of] and 150 or 160 
pounds of bone. He is black above and dark below, 
mottled underneath with white.

THE TOOTHPICK INDUSTRY. 

The fame of American manufacturers may be said 
to be in everybody's mouth,” said the representative 
of a Maine toothpick factory. “Up in Maine, and par- 
ticularly in Franklin county's wide stretches of white 
birch, are the mills that supply 90 per cent. of the 
toothpicks used in this country. : 

“Poplar wood is sometimes used, but the white birch, 
on account of its pliability and forest odor, gives a 


practical monopoly to Maine forests. During the spring 
over 100 men are employed on machines, each of which 
can clip out almost a million a day of sharp wooden 
slivers that help to keep down dentists’ bills. 


“What are termed the fancy, or orangewood tooth- 
picks, are not made in this country, nor could we du- 


plicate them at four times the price. In the country 
districtS of Spain and Portugal these picks are sharp- 
ened like needles and smoothed laboriously by young 
girls, who are paid the munificent sum of five cents a 
day. 


“The Japanese toothpick is probably the best, and 
is in increasing demand. This tootLpick is fashioned, . 
from very fins, reed; and, while delicate and thin as 
tissue paper, it is stronger and more pliable than 
clumsy product. 


“My experience teaches that the American habit of 
chewing a toothpick on the street and elsewhere is de- 
cadent. However, without this gratuitous advertising, 
the demand is constant.’”-—[New York Sun. 


MISLEADING BATTLESHIPS. 

During the recent maneuvers between the submarine 
flotilla and the battleship squadrons of the British navy, 3 
some ingenious rules were adopted by the former to mis- 1 
lead the latter. One of the most successful was the 2 
building of an exact replica of the conning tower and 
a short length of the top of the submarine of canvas 
material. This was painted the same coler as the sub- 
marine, and was attached to the top of the craft. The 
submarine then traveled toward one of the hostile ves- 
sels, and when within range and as conspicuously as 
possible, the canvas structure was released. It imme- 
diately floated to the surface of the water. Directly the 
submarine had discarded the mock structure it sunk 
again and, completely altering its course, approached 
the vessel from another quarter. * 


This canvas affair, being conspicuous, immediatelx 
attracted the warship’s attention, and a severe fire was 
directed upon it. While this firing was in progress the 
submarine arose again to the surface on the opposite 
side of the warship and succeeded in launching a tor- 
pedo unobserved and at close range. The ruse was 
therefore completely successful. . 


The possibility of catching submarine boats in steel 
nets was shown. The nets were of an improved type, 
larger and considerably stronger than any previousty , 
employed for the purpose. The experiment proved suc- 
cessful, as the submarine, after being caught in the net, 
was so completely entangled that all its efforts to eg 
cape were futile-—[Chicago News. 


DIAMONDS AND RADIUM. 

The influence of radio-emanations on the constitution 
of matter is very curiously illustrated in some recent 
experiments made by Sir William Crookes. According 
to the results, if radium comes to be a common commod- 
ity among us, dome dismay may be caused to those 
who wear dtamonds on finding that the carbon crystal, 
under the influence of radium, threatens to return to its 
less attractive form of graphite, or crystalline’ black car- 
bon. On the other hand, radium may turn out to be a ees 
“diamond improver.” 


It is well known that radium emanations possess tha 
property of darkening transparent bodies upon which 
they impinge; and now Sir William Crookes has shown 
that this also holds good in the case of diamonds. The 
emanations not only convert the surface into graphite, 
but also alter he color of the body of the stone. It is 
therefore suggested that this observation may prove 
to be of commercial importance. For example, “if off- 
color stones can be lightened, their value will increase, 
while if the prolonged action of radium is to communi- 
cate to them a decided color, they would be worth much 
more as fancy stones.” This may add considerably to 
the business of the jeweler who, for a consideration, 
might undertake to submit “off jewels” to’ burial ig 
radium for a season.—[London Lancet.

A WHITE WHALE. 

The appearance of a white whale in Loch Striven, 
N. B., is an extremely interesting event in the history 
of marine biology. Its length is stated to be “about 
twelve feet,” so that if that vague measurement is cor- 
rect, the rare Scottish visitor must be an immature one, 
for they are found off the coast of Alaska twenty feet 
in length. The distinguished American naturalist, 
Gray, described one that was alleged to have come from 

waters, and he named it after its discov- 
erer, D. Kingii. But there are grave doubis about the 
bona fide character of that record.“ and it is now gen- 
erally believed that the white whale is exclusively of 
Arctic habitat, except in the case of wanderers, rare 
even on the tish coast, apd much rarer farther 
south. Apart from its alm», snowy whiteness, the 
habits of this whale are quite contrary to those of its 


congeners. It is, of course, essentially a marine mam- 
mal; but, nevertheless, it ascends the Alaskan rivers— 
particularly the Yukon—for hundreds of miles, and 
preys upon salmon. These whales live in “schools,” and 
they have been known to follow fish and crustacea into 
vast depths of the sea. There is an Alaskan belief— 
not yet demonstrated—that they “take in ballast” (vast 
quantities of sand) before descending to fathomless 
depths, in order to enable them to keep themselves there 
till they have gorged themselves.—-[Pall Mall Gazette. 


FENCING CAME FROM ITALY. 

Although the Germans were always redoubtable. at 
the rougher games of swordsmanship, it is in Italy chat 
we find the first development of that nimbler, more 
regulated, more cunning, better controlled play which 
we have learned to associate with the term fencing. It 
is from Italy that fencing as a refined art first spread 


over Europe; not from Spain, as it has been asserted by — 


many writers. 

It is in the Italian rapier play of the late sixteenth 
century that we find the foundations of fencing in the 
modern sense of the word. The Italians, if we take 
their early books as evidence, and the fact that their 
phraseology of fence was adopted by all Europe-—were 
the first to perceive (as soon as the problem of armor- 
breaking ceased to be the most important one in a fight) 
the superior capabilities for elegant slaughter possessed 
by the point as compared with the edge. They ac- 
cordingly reduced the breadth of their sword, modified 
the hilt portion thereof to admit of a readier thrust ac- 
tion, and relegated the cut to quite a secondary position 
in their system. With this lighter weapon they de- 
vised in course of time that brilliant, cunning, cailike 
play known as rapier fence. 

The rapier was ultimately adopted everywhere by 
men of courtly habit, but in England at least it was 
not accepted without murmur and vituperation from 
the older fighting class of swordsmen.—([Cornhill Maga- 
zine. 


THE MARTIAN CANALS. 

After experimenting on the cracks and fissures that 
appear in cylinders and spheres subject to pressure, M. 
A. Baumann, an cngineér of Zurich, Switzerland, has 
proposed the following explanation of the markings on 
the planet Mars, ordinarily known as “canals.” Says 
the Revue Scientifique in a notice of M. Baumanns hy- 
pothesis: “Mars may have a brittle, solid crust, with a 
more drastic nucleus, this difference of rigidity depend- 
ing simply on differences of temperature in the various 
strata. When the planet cools contraction takes place. 
and the outer layer yields little by little to the pressure. 
In places where the pressure is greatest cracks—always 
double, as shown by M. Baumann in his experiments— 
appear. It is possible that afterward, by the interven- 
tion of living beings, the edges of these cracks may have 
been removed, so as to form canals. But the same re- 
sult might follow from the progressive enlargement of 
small fissures. The rectilinear canals indicate a homo- 
geneous constitution of the soil. Finally, the outer 
crust, now solid, may have remained long in a plastic 
state, which would have prevented the formation of

ENTURA county is to be congratulated upon her 
county roads. It is probable that her residents are 

still erying “more.” It is a way that Californians 

have, and a very good way, too, for why should we not 
have of the best? To be quite frank and unprejudiced, 
Southern California is a little behind the times in road- 
ways and driveways, however, and having had just a lit- 
tle more than ordinary experience in driving over the 
roads of one after another of the southern counties, I 
aðm ready to give Ventura a little congratulatory clap on 


California should bear in mind that while the direct road 
between given points may save slightly in time, yet to 
entirely eliminate the picturesque is dangerous in a land 
beloved of tourists. Gentle curves in the road lend to 
its beauty, and where a grade must be ascended the pos- 
sibility of a sweeping view for the eye compensates for 
the climb for horse and driver. One thing that com- 
mended itself to me in “the avenue was the width of 
the grades, and quite one of the most pleasing experi- 
ences of the trip was when warned by the unaccustomed 
sound of an approaching jingle of bells coming from out 
the dense trees in the valley below I drew my horse to 
the side of the road while two splendid teams of gight 
or ten horses each swept past us with great loads of 
sweet alfalfa hay. There was, on one portion of, the 
avenue, too, near Ventura, a splendid line of weeping 
willows, which an accompanying photograph shows. 
Roadside trees take so little room and add so much to 
the pleasure and the comfort of the traveler. If “the 
avenue” were planted all the way as it is part of the 


being in very good shape. Oiled roads lead out of Ven- 
tura in every direction. The roads about Nordhoff, even 
up into the mountain territory, are so well graded and 
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olled that I hardly realized that they were mountain 
roads. On the Ventura-Nordhoff roads, where oil is not 
used; the sprinkler is, and at distances of every mile are 
water tanks belonging to the county system where the 
sprinkling carts may. be refilled. 

Ventura boasts a street-car line, but one car seems 
to be able to do the business of the town, and that a 
horse car in the bargain. I intended to take a ride, for 
it is a number of years since I bumped over “The Mis- 
sion,” in San Francisco, in a bob-tail car drawn by a 
couple of mules, and I thought 1 might renew my youth 
by trying the Ventura car, but it seemed extremely diffi- 
cult to catch Le car owing to the fact that it went down 
the line only onde about every four hours, or to be more 
exact, “about every time a train comes in,” to quote “the 
oldest inhabitant.” : 

Finally, after attending the early mass at the old 
mission I saw the car coming down Main street, headed 
for the avenue,” and 1 hastened to a corner to take it, 
but imagine my chagrin when ,the conductor-driver 
stopped. his horses, put on his brake, and stepped off to 
disappear into a barber shop just before he reached my 
corner. There were no other passengers, but I have an 
indisposition which invariably overcomes me when 
obliged to wait for a man who has “just gone for a 
shave,” so I hoisted my parasol again, and the Ventura 
Car Company lost my nickel. 

Now all this nas nothing whatever to do with gardens 
or the making of the house beautiful. I know that as 
well as does the reader—and yet—this incident and some 
others lire it explain to me why, with a “back-country” 
whose productiveness is marvelous, with a splendid cli- 
mate, varied but uniformly fine, and with possibly a béi- 
ter water supply than any other county south of Te- 
hachepi, with a population of many thousands, and with 
countiess beautiful homes scattered over the county, 
Ventura, the county seat, has yet only 3000 inhabitants, 
and while boasting peculiar enterprises and great for- 
tunes, yet forciby reminds the traveler of a village 
down in Missouri.

river, lotuses draw their tops down under the water, 
sometimes clea? to the bottom, where it is the warmest 
in winter. Down there, too, they ripen their seed 
pods for the next season's planting. a strange provision 
of nature to protect the delicate structure that carries 
the seed from being cut open by hungry birds or inquisi- 
tive deer or elk, niany of which live almost entirely upon 
the roots and pads of these lilies which they dig up out 
of the bed of the stream in winter when other food is.

William Hamilton Gibson describes as “the sweetest 
sound in nature.“ Here the females deposit their eggs. 
very small and Liack, and set at short intervals in long 
strings of transparent jelly. Thousands of these 
ees may be found lying upon the mud at the 
bottom of the ponds or twined about the water 
plants which grow there. In about two weeks, 
the period of incubation depending somewhat on 
the temperature of the water, the eggs are hatched, 
and the pollywogs wriggle out and begin to 
feed on the strings of jelly which lately encompassed 
them. They grow rapidiy, and in the course of a few 
weeks more the legs are developed, the tail is resorbed, 
and the tiny toads leave the water for a life on dry land. 
They are very sensitive to the sun's rays, and during the 
day they hide away under all sorts of objects which at- 
ford them shade, until evening or until a shower of rain 
tempts them out into the cool, moist air. In some cases, 
after rain, they come out in great numbers, and the 
country newspapers report that they came down in the 
shower itself. While thus small, they are picked up 
and eaten by many species of birds, and even after they 
are full-grown they are regarded as regular prey by 
hawks, owls, snakes, and probably skunks and many 
other nocturnal creatures. The fact that they usually 
spend their days under cover, doubtless saves them from 
many creatures which would otherwise prey upon them. 
Their only means of defense seems to be an acrid secre- 
tion of the skin, which is very distasteful to dogs and 
some other animals, but which quite fails to discourage 
the birds of prey. | 
If you have a toad in your garden, you will probably 
find that he has a particular spot which to him is home, 
and to which he returns each morning to spend the day. 
It may be a hole under the piazza; a hollow beneath a 
board or a stone, or it may be @ hole in the ground. 
Toads have been known to occupy such places every sum- 
mer for years. If you are kind to him, it is possible to 
make your toad very tame, and he will come and take 
insects from your hands. The more toads you have in 


flowers and vegetables, and, as it costs nothing to keep 
these living insect traps, it may be well to offer them 
some inducement to live on your premises. Dig shahow 
holes and partly cover them with boards or flat stones, 
and then, if you introduce a few toads, they are like:y 
to make these places their headquarters, from which 
they will sally forth every evening to fight your insect 
enemies. And it is interesting to watch them at work, 
hunting for their prey among the flower beds and along 
the garden paths. A toad’s tongue, like a frog's, is at- 
tached in front anc free behind, and it is covered with a 
sticky secretion. As long as an insect is still, it is safe, 
but the moment it moves, the toad's loose longue flies 
forward and is instantly withdrawn with the insect 
glued to it. 

Some time ago I saw a toad shed his old skin. First 
the skin split in a straight line down the middle of the 
back, and the toad with his hind legs pulled it down and 
off as one might pull off a coat. Then, rolling up the 
skin into a sort of ball, he promptly swallowed it, show- 
ing his disinclination to waste anything—even his cast- 
off clothes.

To Save the Palms. 


NOTHER effort is being made at this writing to 

save-the grand Phoenix canariensis palms, which 
have become affected by an external fungus growth in 
a score of cases in Los Angeles city. This form of 
fungi appears as a leaf mycelium, the growth extend- 
ing through the leaf and appearing upon both sides 
alike. If the attack is severe, the palm becomes emaci- 
ated, the fronds showing unmistakable evidences of dis- 
tress. It is not a quick-acting malady, but it is fatal 
unless the mycelium fails to multiply from natural 
causes, or some remedial agent be applied. Bordeaux 
mixture (sulphate of copper and lime) is the best rem- 
edy, and if that were applied while the spores are ger- 
minating the palms might be saved. But it is a deli- 
cate matter to determine when the spores are devel- 
oping, as they are microscopic, and hence difficult of 
diagnosis. The feeding portion of the fungi cannot be 
reached by remedial agents, and altogether it is a dif- 
cult proposition

Alfalfa Disease. 
CORRESPONDENT from one of the chief alfalfa- 
growing districts states that a “blight” is affecting 

his present crop, and wishes to know if it is a disease. 

From observation and inquiry I fail to learn of any dis- 

ease partial to this staple commodity. The trouble is 


with rust, sometimes, and occasionally a species of 
fungi known as macrosporium is found upon the seed 
and leaves that have rested upon the damp soil. But 
that is evidently a condition of decay due to position, 
and not peculiar to the plant. Several fields affected 
by “blight” have been under the observation of a good 
alfalfa grower this season, and he reports to me that 
‘there is nothing to be found in the nature of a disease. 
Fortunately alfalfa is one of the few field crops that 
seems to be free from troublesome maladies, and hence 
one of its elements of safety as an investment.

Grafting Walnuts. 


CORRESPONDENT has sent in a section of an 

eastern black walnut (Juglans Americana) upon 
which is grafted the English walnut. The black walnut 
portion of the trunk is seven years old, measuring ten 
inches in circumference, an increase in growth of one 
and three-sevenths inches annually. The English wal- 
nut portion clear above the union is three years old, 
measuring fourteen inches in circumference, an annual 
increase of three and two-thirds inches. The sample 
I have is from one of over a dozen trees treated in this 
way, and the owner had to devise a system of guy- 
ropes to support the English walnut tops as they grew. 
Grafting upon the California black walnut (Juglans Cal- 
ifornica) is more successful; as this species does not 
reach the immense proportions of the eastern walnut, 
which is one of our most stately of forest trees. I have 
seen this walnut five feet in diameter and scores of 
feet to the first limb. Our local black walnut (Juglans 
rupestris) has been worked over to the different. varie- 
ties of the English walnut, but its habits are dwarfish, 
at best, and it is not recommended for grafting. This va- 
riety is not found north of the Tehachepi, neither does 
the Californica encroach upon the field of the southern 
variety. 


The Friendly Ladybird. 


PROMINENT English paper which someone has 

kindly placed in the editor’s box, has an excellent 
article upon “the little green fly,” of the same family 
that has ravaged so many melon and cucumber fields 
in Southern California this season. In speaking of the 
value of ladybirds in controlling these aphids, the 
journal remarks that “one rather wonders that no seri- 
ous attempt has been made to utilize the ladybirds’ val- 
unable assistance in exterminating other insects. One- 
half the world does not know what the other half is do- 
ing, and our Eaglish cousing should know to what extent 
the ladybirds are colonized by man in California to 
assist in the coutrol of insect pests. One of these beetles 
sent here from Australia for a certain purpose wiped 
out the most destructive pest the citrus orchards ever 
had to contend against, and marked the most success- 
ful achievement of economic entomology the world 
ever saw. I will tell the readers of The Times soon 
what one farmer here has done in the line that the 
English journal thinks no one has thought of—a re- 
markable achievement of a simple student of entomol- 
ogy. Yet another farmer tells me- he has been fight- 
ing these ladybirds with all kinds of “dope,” because 
he thought ladybirds produced the aphis, because he 
found them both upon the same plants. The same hour 
I write this I have opened a package from an orange 
grower containing at least 1000 aphis. He found them 
so plentiful upon one of his Valencia trees that he 
scraped them into a vial and sent them along.

HE live stock industry, not only of America but of 
1 the world, owes a debt of gratitude to F. D. Coburn 
for the live stock prize list at the St. kouis Exposition. 
It may be said, undoubtedly without exaggerating, that 
in extent and accuracy of classification, in total of prize 
money offered, and comprehensive regulations for the 


such list was ever before wrought or attempted. No 
or provision in it has been phrased or put 
there with the idea that it was merely for the one oc- 
casion, however important the occasion may be, but 
the aim throughout has been to make it a pattern and 
precedent for ail officials who have similar enterprises, 
of whatever scale, to deal with hereafter. Many new 
departures have been made in the rules, classifications 
and standards, the need of which has long been recog- 
nized by managers, but which none heretofore have sean 
their way quite clear to inaugurate. The task involved 
a painstaking study of the equitable recognition of 
many breeds and interests, covering the world's ‘entire 
field in improved animal husbandry, and the right ap- 
portioning of the unprecedented fund into many thous- 
ands of prizes, the reasons for each of which would bear 
close analysis »y critics and censors. The work has 
been done with a perfection that makes it a monument 
to Mr. Coburn, but at what fearful cost, for this great 
undertaking, with the othef work of the department 
chief, so affected his health that he has had to go into 
retirement for awhile. We are sure that all our read- 
ers will join us in wishing a speedy return of perfect 
health to Mr. Coburn, for men are scarce who combine 
brains and experience with wide knowledge of both the 
practical and the scientific.—[Orange Judd Farmer. 


New Zealand Meat’ Scheme Collapses. 


HE Seddon retail meat-distributing scheme has fallen 
through. For the last six months importers of 
meat in the United Kingdom have been in a state of 
doubt and unrest because of the scheme. Mr. Seddon’s 
idea was to open shops in England for the sale of New 
Zealand mutton. 


The large meat handlers of the United Kingdom were 
averse to the plan. Retail dealers viewed it with alarm. 
It would have estranged dealers who now handle New 
Zealand mutton, by establishing a competition. This 
was pointed out to Mr. Seddon, who went back to New 
Zealand and laid the case before his colleagues. The re- 
sult is seen in a report recently issued by the New Zealand 
Expansion of Commerce Committee. This says that it 
cannot recommend proposals which would seriously in- 
terfere with existing trade methods. The committee 
recognizes that competi‘ion of other countries is inevit- 
able. 

The decision of the committee has relieved the minds 
of large meat importers and retail dealers in the 
United Kingdom from the fear of a new form of com- 
petition which would have disturbed the meat trad 
generally, without necessarily increasing the consump- 
tion of New Zealand mutton.—[Orange Judd Farmer.

WONDERFUL NATURAL BRIDGE. 


SOLID ARgcH OVER THREE HUNDRED FEET 
WIDE SPANNING A UTAH CANYON. 


IW. W. Dyar, in the Century:] Here, across a cafion 
measuring 335 feet 7 inches from wall to wall, nature 
has thrown a splendid arch of solid sandstone, sixty feet 
thick in the central part and forty feet wide, leaving un- 
derneath it a clear opening 357 feet in perpendicular 
height. The lateral walls of the arch rise perpendicu- 
larly nearly to the top of the bridge when they flare sud- 
denly outward, giving the effect of an immense coping 
or cornice overhanging the main structure fifteen or 
twenty feet on each side, and extending with the great- 
est regularity and symmetry the whole length of the 
bridge. A large rounded butte at the edge of the cafion 
wall seems partly to obstruct the approach to the bridge 
at one end. 


Here again the curving walls of the canon and the im- 
possibility of bringing the whole of the great struct"re 
into the narrow field of the camera, except from distant 
points of view, render the photographs unsatisfact ry. 
But the lightness and grace of the arch is brought out 
by the partial view which Long obtained by climbing far 
up the cafion wall and at some risk crawling ou* on an 
overhanging shelf. The majestic proportions of this 
bridge, however, may be partly realized by a few con- 
parisons. Thus its height is more than twice and its 
span more than three times as great as those of the fa- 
mous natural bridge of Virginia. Its buttresses are 118 
feet farther apart than those of the celebrated masonry 
arch in the District of Columbia, known as Cabin John 
Bridge, a few miles from Washington City, which bas 
the greatest span of any masonry bridge on his conti- 
nent. This bridge would overspan the capitol at Wash- 
ington and clear the top of the dome by fifty-one feet. 
And if the loftiest tree in the Calaveras grove of giant 
sequoia in California stood in the bottom of the canon, 
its topmost bough would lack thirty-two feet of reach- 
ing the under side of the arch. ‘ 


This bridge is of white or very light sandstone, and, 
as in the case of the Caroline, filaments of green and

HE physical culture fad has experienced a great fall-- 

You no longer 
see in the magazines so many high-priced advertise- 
ments of teachers who offer to send you, for $30 or there- 
abouts, some wonderful system of developing the mus- 
cles. Physical culture has been done to death, and there 
is likely to be now a reaction in the other extreme. 

Physical culture may be overdone, like anything else. 
It should be remembered that great muscular strength 
ig by no means synonymous with health. On the con- 
trary, it is a notorious fact that many who excel in feats 
of strength die young. Wilkie Collins, in his novel “No 
Name” brought out the proposition that the muscular 
powers of a man may be cultivated at the expense of his 
vitality. It is said that some years ago there was not 
one living of the winning crew in the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge boat race of a few years before. In Los.Angeles 


we recently had an object lesson of this kind. A local 


paper offered a free trip to the St. Louis World's Fair 
for boys who successfully passed an examination in va- 
rious sports, to compete at the fair. A 15-year-old lad 
made the best show of all, and returned home with sev- 
eral gold medals and a gold watch as trophies of his 
victories over competitors from many States. Almost 
directly after his return he complained of feeling ill, 
was taken with a chill, followed by a fever. The phy- 
sician diagnosed the case as appendicitis, the inevitable 
operation followed, with the usual result. He died.

Take 
the example of the child commencing to exercise his fin- 
gers on the keyboard of the piano. To begin with, he 
learns that each sign represents a certain note, that this 
particular note may be obtained by striking a particular 
key of the instrument. He then laboriously seeks each 
key as represented by the signs of his music lesson. 
This, if persisted in, we all know, leads to such expert- 
ness, that the whole act becomes practically automatic. 
That is to say, that by means of physical training a 
large number of nerves and nerve cells, in fact, various 


| portions of the brain, have been trained to act together 


in most complete unison. Without some such finger ex- 
ercise it would be impossible to train the nerves and 
nerve cells in that particular manner, no amount of 
mental study would produce that same result. The ex- 
pertness gained in this manner can, however, be applied 
to other operations than playing the piano and with lit- 
the trouble.” 

Dr. Haslam makes a strong plea for country in prefer- 
ence to city life. On this subject he says: 

“The irony of our civilization may not infrequently be 
seen in the clinics of the hospitals of large cities. On a 
number of occasions I have seen three generations repre- 
sented by grandfather, father and son. The first a pow- 
erful old man standing six feet high and as straight as 
an arrow; the father a medium-sized man looking about 
as old as the grandfather; and lastly his son, a weakling 
or even semi-idiotic. On questioning these one will 
learn that the grandfather came to the city in order to 
better his condition, bringing with him the father, then 
a young boy, or that the boy was born shortly after- 
wards; and that the grandson is the pure product of the 
city—of our boasted civilization!” | 

The best kind of exercise is that which involves some 
useful or interesting work or play. Going through a lot 
of meaningless movements in a gymnasium is not to be 
compared with a game of golf, a ride on a bicycle or on 
horseback, a mountain climb, rowing in a boat, or Glad- 
stone's favorite exercise—chopping down trees. How- 
ever, a little systematic exercise daily, for the purpose of 
keeping all parts of the body in good trim, is not to be 
despised. For this purpose, it is, as the editor has said, 
unnecessary to get a lot of complicated instructions from 
some teacher of physical culture.

Sexual Impurity. 


VALUED San Diego correspondent, F. A. Binney, 
sends the following captribution: 

“The originating cause of sexual impurity is igno- 
rance. Hence it would seem to be a wise step to agi- 
tate for children, and particularly young men or boys 
of 15 to 17, receiving instruction on the use and abuse 
of the sexual organs before leaving school. 

“I would propose that all schools, and particularly the 
high schools, should have a medical lecturer to address 
the older boys and girls (separately) once every three 
months two or three lectures. Also every boy on leav- 
ing school should have a book on the subject given him 
—with instruttions to lend it to his friends. 

“The future happiness and bodily health of hundreds 
of thousands of unborn children might be beneficially 
affected by imparting this knowledge to the fathers of 
the next generation. ; . 

“I recently lent a $1 book entitled What Every Young 
Man Should Know’ to a youth of 19. He read it and 
lent it to his friends, and instead of returning it asked to 
let him keep it and pay me for it. This suggested the 
idea that everyone can do a great of good by investing 
in such a book and simply lending it out to youtg men. 
It would be a good plan to paste a notice on the fly 
sheet: ‘This book is to be kept in circulation among 
young men and returned to the owner by December 31.

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N accordance with a request made recently by a Porto 

Rico correspondent, a few words are said on the sub- 
ject of eczema. 

Eczema may be due to constitutional or local causes, 
or to both. The important constitutional or predispos-. 
ing causes are gouty diathesis, rheumatic diathesis, dis- 
orders of the digestive tract, gentral debility or lack 
of tone, an exhausted state of the nervous system, den- 
tition and struma. Constitutional causes are sufficient , 
to provoke an attack, but often the attack is brought 
about in those predisposed by vaccination, dyes and 
dyestuffs, chemical irritants, and the like. Contact 
with the rhus plants, while producing a peculiar der- 
matitis, usually running an acute course terminating in 
recovery, may, in those predisposed, provoke a veritable 
and persistent eczema. Eczema is not contagious. . 

The causes of eczema are both internal and external. 

Internal causes include in their category: Disorders of 
the alimentary canal (dyspepsia, constipation, intestinal 
auto-infection, etc.,] functional and organic nerve af- 
fections, general debility, rheumatism, uric acid diathe- 
sis, Bright’s disease, diabetes, affections of the uterus 
and appendages, dentition and scrofula. These may at 
times act as predisposing causes, at other times as ex- 
citing causes. 

There are many external causes, among which may 
be included chemical irritants, such as acids or strong 
soaps containing an excess of alkali, excessive solar or 
artificial heat, cold, particularly when associated with 
moisture, mechanical irritants, such as friction of the 
skin surfaces, animal parasites, etc. However, it should 
be remembered that none of these external causes can 
produce eczema except where there is a predisposition 
on the part of the patient, or in other words, where the 
blood is in poor condition. Some claim that an excess of 
acid in the blood is one of the chief causes of eczema. 
Many would suppose that in such a case it would he 
wrohg to eat acid fruit. On the contrary, as frequently 
shown in this department, while meat has an acid re- 

net ion in the system, fruit, on the contrary, has an al- 

kaline reaction. 

From the above it will be seen that external reme- 
dies are of little use in this ailment—eomething like 
tickling the shell of a turtle, to give it a pleasant sen- 
sation. Of high importance is the diet, especially in

LARGE WATCH SIGNS USED BY JEWELERS THE 
COUNTRY OVER ARE MADE BY OnE Max. 


[Ohio State Journal:] Springfield is the home of the 
smallest trust. It is largely a one-man affair and the 
employés number che, yet this octopus supplies 
world with the single product of its shop. 

Every big watch sign that swings above the 
of watchmakers and jewelers the country over is 
in Springfield, unless it was manufactured back 
days before Lon Barnhart ran all his competitors 
business. 

Barnhart, a sign painter by trade, with a little 
high up in a Springfield building, turns out all the signs 
that are used in America—all that are more than four 
feet in height. There. may be jewelers who have com- 
missioned mechanics to make individual signs for them, 


There is not a week. that he does not receive inquiries 
from foreign countries, but all foreign orders he declines, 
the duty and ccst of transportation of the bulky signs 
making it unprofitable to send them so far. 

His staple style is a watch six feet and a half froni 
base to top of the ring. It is made of sheet zinc and 
weighs seventy-five pounds. There is one larger size, 
eight feet high. These monster watches he keeps in 
stock, though the calls for them are few. 

Mr. Barnhart has been in the business eighteen years. 
Eight years he spent in Chicago, the remainder of the 
time in Springfleld. With two exceptions every sign 
in Springfield has been made by him, and those two are 
small ones, made of iron. a 

Eighty per cent. of his product are illuminated signs. 
A few observant people have found it out for themselves, 
and others have had their attention called to the fact 
that nearly every watch sign in the country has its 
hands painted to indicate 8:18 o'clock. 

One of the most common explanations is that a maker 
of signs who was painting a dial when Abraham Lin- 
coln was shot, marked the hour with his brush and ever 
Since that time makers of signs have followed the prec- 
edent. 

“I have heard the story,” said Mr. Barnhart, “but. 
there is nothing to it. A good many signs were painted 
with the hands in that position before Lincoln ever be- 
came President“ 

The fact of the matter is that this position is the only 
one in which the hands balance properly and at the 


same time give an arrangement on the dial to allow the | 


proper display of the watchmaker’s name. 

It would not look just right to have the hands point 
straight away from each other, as they would at sev- 
enteen minutes after nine, and no other arrangement 
_giveg room for the lettering. 


TEN DOLLARS A BITE. 


ZANZIBAR APPLES SOLD IN THE New YorK 
MARKET FOR $100 EACH. 


{Baltimore Sun:] Of all fruits Zanzibar apples are 
perhaps the rarest. Dozens of trees together will only 
bear a few of these apples, and the time of picking 
them has to be carefully selected. They must be gath- 
ered just a month before they would ripen, otherwise 
they will very quickly spoil. 

These Zanzibar apples have reached the enormous 
price of $100 each in the New York market. They are 
not large, probably containing about ten bites at $10 a 
bite. The apples have to be specially ordered, for no 
caterer would ever dream of keeping them in stock. 

Custard apples are another expensive luxury. 
can be purchased at prices ranging from 75 cents to 
each, according te quality, and, according to those whose 
judgment in such matters is considered to be absolutely 
correct, must he eaten with pepper and salt. Two of 
the most fashionable fruits in the winter months are 
muscat grapes and strawberries, and until the end of 
January the latter are beyond the ‘reach of people of 
‘moderate means. 

A member of Mrs. Astor’s “600” not long since went 
into a well-known fruiterer's in New York and offered 
$250 to the manager if he could provide enough straw- 
berries for five people that evening. The manager un- 
dertook to deliver the fruit within seven hours, and then 
promptly proceeded to wire forty different fruit gardens 
within thirty miles of the metropolis for strawberries. 
Seventeen gardens provided the required amount of 
strawberries (the remaining twenty-three not being able 
to produce a single one, and by 6:30 o’clock that evening 
the fruit was delivered at a cost of nearly $2.50 for each 
strawberry. 

There are several persons in New York whose weekly 
bill of grapes at this season runs to never less than $100. 
They pay $5 per pound for the best muscat grapes, and 
receive at least three pounds per day. ! 

The manager of a well-known fruiterer’s establish- 
ment recently declared that many people who see high- 
priced fruit in the window will buy it just to see “what 
It tastes like,” and in this way these “samplers,” as they 
are called by the ‘trade, are a considerable source of 
profit to many of the high-class fruiterers. These sam- 
plers will cheerfully spend a dollar on an apple or a pear 
to enjoy the experience of eating such a luxury.
